I read with interest your article on 
the Triumph 500 team bikes and was 
not too surprised to find that they had 
changed the stock forks to a Rickman 
set-up, the stock forks are so weak that 
someone could start a good business 
doing nothing but straightening them. I 
was a little more surprised to find a 
Triumph ad in the next issue stating 
that the Triumph team had done well 
with these bikes at the Potosi Trials, 
bikes with “very minor changes” they 
said.

Well, 
maybe they read The Latest Poop on 
page seven also, it stated, in so many 
words, that Hans Maisch had indeed 
won the race on a Maico.

CONTINGENCY AWARDS 
TOTAL $300,000! 


Dr. Felix Kalinski, President of both 
the Triumph and Rickman organizations 
in the U.S.A., has announced the 
posting of $300,000 in contingency 
awards which may be won by riders of 
Triumph and Rickman motorcycles in 
various competitive events during 1973. 

The top award — $25,000 — has been 
posted for a new official 
A.M.A.-certified World Speed Record 
set by a fully streamlined motorcycle 
powered by one or more Triumph 
engines. The qualify for the $25,000, 
the record must be standing on 
December 31, 1973, and must exceed 
the official A.M.A. record.

OPELOUSAS, LA., May 6, 1973 — Jim 
Weinert and Mike Hartwig topped a 
talented field in the seasons first National 
motocross event. Kawasaki star Weinert, 
the Tex-AMA 500cc victor, switched 
back to his first love, the 250, to score 
an impressive win over a veritable who's 
who of motocross racing in the United 
States. 

Mike Hartwig, overshadowed in 
practice by the blitzing style of Yamaha 
mounted Pierre Karsmakers, gave 
notice that he would not be second 
rated, clashing with Karsmakers in a 
brilliant ride on the narrow, brutal 
Cherokee track.

The day’s first race eliminated half of 
the Yamaha team as Tim Hart went 
sideways and crashed violently at the 
end of the grandstand straight while 
leading. Racers and spectators scattered 
in an attempt to avoid the catastrophe. 
Hart could not get away from the 
cartwheeling bike and looked to be 
seriously injured as he crawled to the 
relative safety of trackside and 
collapsed, Further examination luckily 
showed only a sprained wrist. The 
excitement continued as Gary Jones and 
Jim Weinert were handlebar to 
handlebar, passing and repassing. 
Louisianans enjoy anything competitive 
from a bar fight to a football game and 
Jones brought them to their feet 
cheering as he passed Weinert in the 
tight switchback berm at the end of the 
front straight. Jones went on to win the 
first moto by a wide margin as Weinert 
had problems with traffic. Richard 
Thorwaldson on a factory Suzuki was a 
distant third followed by Noguchi 
equipped Barry Higgins. The second 
moto was another Weinert/Jones bash 
until halfway through when Jones’ 
Honda froze its lower end and left Gary 
motionless for the rest of the day. 

This left Rich Thorwaldson in second 
and Barry Higgins third. Kawasaki Jim 
had no problem dominating the final 
round with Gary Jones out of the way. 
DeWayne Jones kept the Honda colors 
flying with a second placing in the last

VANCOUVER, B.C., Apr. 15, 1973 — 
U.S. riders jumped out to an early lead 
in the CAN-AM Observed Trials 
Challenge Series by decisively winning 
round number one. 

Top riders from the Pacific 
Northwest and Western Canada turned 
out to do battle over the tough Ioco 
course, Twenty percent of the original 
entry fell by the way as the day 
progressed, but the determined pressed 
on regardless. Lanny Petrick of Seattle 
“ate it" on the exit of Section 
Fourteen, but recovered to finish sixth 
overall. 

Joe Guglielmelli, current PNTA point 
leader by the small margin of one point, 
took the overall win with a loss of 38 
marks. His rival in the point standings, 


moto, and Rich Thorwaldson was third.

Amid wild rumors and rampant 
speculation about which class he would 
ride, Pierre Karsmakers opted for the 
500 class and during practice astounded 
everyone with a bravado show of 
excellence that clearly displayed how he 
won the Florida winter series. It looked 
like a repeat performance until Pierre 
found himself without any rear 
suspension in the first moto. Mike 
Hartwig (Hus) took over the lead from 
Wyman Priddy on the second lap. and 
rocketed to the finish. Peter Lamppu 
took over second from Priddy on the 
fourth lap and held it to the end. The 
second moto saw a fierce contest 
between Hartwig and Karsmakers, with 
Hartwig victorious as Pierre couldn't get 
close enough to challenge the flying 
Husky rider. Priddy once more rode to a 
consistent third position. 

With two firsts behind him, Mike 
Hartwig stroked it to fourth as he let 
Gary Semics by to challenge Karsmakers 
who responded by upping the pace 
enough to win the moto and finish third 
overall. Peter Lamppu got around 
Wyman Priddy and placed third. Later it 
was discovered that Lamppu’s frame 
was bent which kicked the front end 
out several inches in “chopper” style. 

So now the circus is on with a 
passion and time wins slowly down to 
the main event, that three ring show of 
delights and titillation, the Trans-AMA.

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So you wanta’ be road racer? No? How about MX? Cross Country? 


Scrambles? Why not try ‘em all?

CARLSBAD, CAL., May 5 & 6, 1973 — 
The CRC picked up on a garden spot for 
Grand Prix (ie., motocross, asphalt, 
scrambles, and cross country) at 
Carlsbad this weekend. Within the 
confines of the Carlsbad Raceway 
property you will find at least two 
motocross courses and a road 
racing/drag racing asphalt set-up. One of 
the motocrosses courses is the fabled 
‘International’ course where European 
motocross stars very soon will appear. 
The Raceway is in a valley bordered'by 
hills and the trails running along the 
hillsides fill out the Grand Prix 
potential. 

In normal Grand Prix fashion the 
start area is on the asphalt. Rows of ten 
riders were released at five to ten second 
intervals. After traveling down 
approximately 1/3 miles of pavement, 
the course turns off into the dirt. The 
1/3 mile is just enough to cause 
apprehension in the rider about the 
state of his motor, but generally not 
quite enough to brihg about a seizure 


' epidemic. Either that, or a lot of people 


learned some very expensive lessons at 
the Great Bear GP. There did seem to be 
quite a few people rolling their throttles 
on and off. 

After turning right off the pavement 
the course bends right again and heads 
back parallel to the asphalt straight. 
Quickly, there is a short, cobby uphill, 
which is bordered by a very large ditch. 
Said ditch produced untold handling 
problems for those who attempted to 
pass a little too wide. 

For there is it fast stuff, bordered by 
banners about six feet apart, and 
punctuated by off-camber sweepers and 
quick jobs. Two lefts bring you past the 
pits or in if you have a small tank. 
Another very fast, washboardy section 
leads down to some esses and the 
scoring area. CRC officials placed flags 
to make a very tight set of esses right in 
front of their scorers. 

From there it's onto the Husky 
motocross training course, which 
incorporates a few fast, bumpy turns, a 
brace of off-camber, uphill very tight 
corners, and towards the end some 
whoop-de-doos. By now you're getting 
down towards the southern extents of 
the property and with a bumpy 
downhill and a little uphill, you cross 
the valley and onto the opposite 
hillside. Heading back north you come 
to the roller coaster hills. They go 
steeply up, have a rounded top and a 


smooth landing on the way down. Then 
it’s fast (and a bit scarey) paralleling the 
hillside. 

Chuck holes, an eroded downhill, 
and uphill jump and some more fast 
stuff lead right onto the International 
motocross course. Major features here 
were some mud and the long bumpy 
uphill leading to the longer bumpier 
downhill. Off the International course, 
up the hill again, down a deep and steep 
little gully (not for the Novices), 
sweeping, hard-baked corners, and it’s 
back to the pavement. 

The CRC made good use of the 
asphalt, a pleasant surprise. There are 
corners. An off-camber downhill right 
hander that kept everyone on their toes, 


- a straight-forward left hand 180, up a 


hill and then a tricky, slippery 90 degree 
left hander leads right back onto the 1/3 
mile straight. Most of the Novices didn’t 
seem too inspired by the asphalt, but 
the Experts put on quite a show of 
crossed-up slides and that sort of stuff. 
The injury theory of the horrible 
asphalt didn't pan out. There was one 
asphalt rash acrued during the two days. 


Saturday 

Saturday morning at 8 AM the 
100/125/175 Novices boogied off down 
the asphalt straight. Total riders on the 
grid were about 240. Things went well, 
if slightly rush-hour-like, until the 
non-Novice gully. Someone figured that 
the Novices could handle it. In general 
they were right, but unfortunately, one 
bike down meant no one else could get 
past. In was instant Friday evening at 
5:15 at the junction of the Harbor and 
Santa Monica Freeways. Quickly and 
efficiently the CRC gang rerouted the 
course to avoid the disaster. 

The course was a good one for the 
small bikes, as it was, in general, pretty 
tight. Most of the little bike guys got 
fairly invigorated in the first hour, and 
many of them ate it. There were lots of 
dirty elbows around. Marcia Holley was 
running first girl on her Mettco Penton 
(and possibly in the top 20) when she 
locked handlebars with someone in a 
high speed section and got ott very 
hard. She came out without major 
injury, but very banged up. A long pit 
stop to bend out pieces of motorcycle 
put her out of the top runners. 

In the end, very unofficial scoring 
had Wayne Rogers (Yam) as the 125 
winner and overall first. Bob Warren was 
scored second 125 and second overall 
also on a Yamaha. First 175 was third 
overall, Richard Barada on a Bultaco. 
First unofficial 100 was Mike Leckick 
on a Hodaka.

Forest Service 
Helps Out at 
the Shamrock’s 


Enduro

ANGELES NATIONAL FOREST, May 
6, 1973 — There was an opportunity 
this Sunday to ride one of Southern 
California’s better enduros, but many of 
the local riders passed it by. The 
Shamrocks had only about 280 entrants 
for their enjoyable tour of the Angeles 
forest. 

The run was fairly long both in terms 
of miles (113) and time (about eight 
hours riding). From these figures it 
might seem that the averages were slow, 
but most of the averages were moderate, 
just about right for an average riders, 
There were, however, three sections 
with very low averages. Would you 
believe 3.3 miles at 3 MPH?! That works 
out to 2 minutes per 500 feet. You can 
just about go that fast riding your 
Triumph sled from the garage to your 
third floor bedroomm, if there aren’t 
too many turns in the stairs. When the 
riders saw the schedule speed they 
wondered what they were getting into. 
It turned out that the section was a neat 
canyon with a trail that criss-crossed a 
creek about umteen times, went 
through some low brush, and over a lot 
of rocks. It was tough riding but you 
could go a lot faster than 3. MPH, like 
maybe 6 MPH, so guys would be 
waiting every tenth of a mile or so for 
their clocks to catch up. 

The Shamrocks set the speed average 
on that section slow because, at the 
time they laid out the course it was a lot 
tougher, with snow in spots and'no trail, 
and they didn't want a lot of broken 
machinery and bottlenecks down there. 
Good reasoning, but they were a bit 
over cautious. 

After ‘some fireroading we got onto 
an abandoned power line road that was 
the feature of last year’s run, It’s actully 
a trail cut on the side of a mountain and 
quit narrow in spots. Off to your left is 
a long, long drop. Last year several 
hot-dogging riders went off the edge and 
had the devil’s own time getting their 
bikes out. (One guy took his out in 
pieces over the next three weekends!) 
This year the average was a bit lower (6 
MPH instead of 9 MPH) and the guys 
were a bit more cautious. Nobody was 
down at the bottom this Sunday night. 

The afternoon section, after a 22 
minute lunch break (“What ever 
happened to the hour lunch breaks” Al 
Fox wonders wistfully) included a 
whole lot of fire roading, and some of it 
was very fast. One 18 MPH section, just 
before the gas stop, had most of the 
non-expert riders losing slow points. 
Some of the. good old boys on their 
Triumphs were just loafing, though. 

We took a ride up Pacomia canyon, a 
very nice trail with a cooling water 
splash every hundred yards or so. You 
have a very stiff climb out of that 
canyon, and last year there was quite a 
bottleneck at a point where you first 
had to go under one large tree and then 
over another. The Shamrocks did some 
work with shovels and chain saws for 
this year’s run. The obstacles are still 
there and it still takes.a little bit of 
work but not so much that there is a 
bottleneck. A well-done job. 

At the end of the second loop they 
again routed us over the high power line 
trail, but they had the check in a 

‘different spot and caught quite a few 
guys napping. The second loop had 
approximately 10 miles of trail, ten 
miles of pavement and 53 miles of 
fireroad. That much fireroad, even for 
someone (like me) who likes fire 
roading, gets a little bit boring. They 
really needed another 10 mile stretch of 
trail in the middle of somewhere. 

The Shamrocks used the new flip 
card system, (That system seems to have 
caught on for good, and is really 
popular.) but they were not able to take 
full advantage of it and post the scores 
right away because there several 
protests, most of them centering about 
whether checks in the slow sections 
were off in distance by a tenth of a 
mile. Normally a tenth would be 
considered trivial, but in those sections 
a tenth of a mile could literally mean 
the difference between first and tenth 
place! 

The Shamrocks along with enduro 





referee Stan Baldwin and Ed Farrell 
went out immediately after the run and 
checked one of the sections. One 
protest will be allowed; the card was 
misplaced by a tenth of a mile. All 
scores will be altered accordingly. Two 
protests are definitely disallowed and 
one remains to be resolved, There are 
probably a dozen riders with scores 


between zero and three, and, at the 
moment, all of them are potential 
winners. So there’s not much point in 
guessing at this date. Results should be 
available in about a week. 

The Forest Service was very heavily 
involved in this year’s Shamrock run 
and cooperated to an unexpected 
degree. They provided names and 
addresses of the people and companies 
who had to be contacted for 
permissions, aided the Shamrocks in 
liason with some of the people who 
were skeptical, suggested some routes to 
the layout crew and eliminated some of 
the bureaucratic hassles of last year. 
They had an environmental team 
flown in from San Francisco to do the 
now required environmental. impact 
studies and, according to one of the F.S. 
men who I talked to, found that there is 
really much less damage than is 
currently believed in some quarters. 
They are quite pleased also with the 
Shamrock’s approach. It looks like a 
very good relationship is developing 
which should prove beneficial to the 
sport in coming years. 

The Sierra Club was also on hand 
using their time proven tenchique of 
moralistic harassment to alienate 
anyone who might have a realistic 
concern for environmental problems. 

The Shamrocks have been operating 
under a heavy load this year. They had 
to put on the enduro without the 
services of their enduro expert Bob 
Steffan during the crucial period of 
layout. Bob was injured, but is now just 
about recovered. They are 
simultaneously setting up for their ISDT 
qualifier which is to take place only 6 
weeks from now (June 24) (Incidently, 
printed information is now available and 
entries are open. There is a limited entry 
and it is expected to be filled shortly). 
In spite of all, however, they managed 
to put on an endurowhich,on my own 
personal scale, still ranks as one of two 
or three I would most hate to miss each 
year.

SPEEDWAY 
AND THE WEEK THAT WAS

When you attend all three of the 
Speedway events held in the southland 
as it is my pleasure to do, one gets an 
overall look at just what is going on in 
Class A racing. 

A good example of what I mean can 
be illustrated with a look at Danny 
Becker. In Bakersfield, Calif. the 
opening event of the Speedway week, 
Danny was riding his heart out and 
putting on a first rate show with giant 
slides and long wheelies, but his hard 
driving ways were to be his downfall 
when his bike got away from him after 
doing a wheelie on the back 
straightaway, 

The next night at Irwindale, this 
charging style paid off for Danny in the 
Handicap Main, when a small wheelie 
took him to the wall and he used it for 
traction to jump into the lead, for the 
win. But on Friday night at Costa Mesa, 
it darn near put Becker in the hospital 
along with Mike Konle when they 
tangled. 

Or, take a look at Speedway via 
Steve Greshman, Steve had a first place 
taken from him when in the last lap of 
an earlier event, he and Ed Williams got 
together and Steve came out with 
several spokes poking out from his front 
wheel. This was soon mended, and he 
came back strong to win the Handicap 
Main at the end of the night. 

Then Thursday at Irwindale, the 
little giant (Steve) got in over his head 
in a runaway wheelie and got off. He 
did qualify for the Scratch Main event, 
but ran last. Steve was not on the 
program Friday night. 


COSTA MESA, CALIF., MAY 4, 
1973 — 


Whatever you like to compare 
Speedway to, you can do it at Costa 
Mesa. 

It has been said that Speedway is 
roller derby, wrestling, and a clambake, 
all rolled into one. This may all be true, 
but it is still one of the best nights of 
entertainment that you can spend your 
money on. 

Speedway is not supposed to be a 
contact sport or so I have been told, but 
after 23 events last Friday night that 
saw no less than a dozen riders bite the 
dust, I wonder. 

It is to be expected that the Division 
Two and Three riders will get off 
because of lack of experience, but when 
two of the top Division One guys eat it, 
you have got to stand back and take a 
look. 

Danny Becker,and big Mike Konle 
race hard, as one must to win, but there 
is a point where something must give, as 
proven when these two got their 
handlebars caught together on the front 
straight and went full tilt into the wall. 
There are just two things that kept this 
from being a horrendous crash. One, the 
fact that the walls in turn one are made 
to move under impact. Two, both riders 
react faster than dropped cats to an 
emergency. 

Standing in the infield as I do, I 
could see no reason at all for this type 
of high speed horse play, and both 
riders should consider just how many 
times that they will have to face each 
other in the next five months, (at least

120 times). They will come to the line 
in competition and entrust their lives to 
each other. 

Getting out from behind my lectern 
now, here is what went on in the final 
night of the second week of Speedway. 

One survivor of the Second Division 
crash-and-burn party, Mark Cherf, kept 
on racing while all fell down around 
him, for his first-ever win in the Premier 
Second Division Main. 

Barry Idon, last week's winner, 
finished last. Ralph Castor, who has one 
win this season, came in for second 
spot. 

In scratch racing, the start is all 
important. You have to move out with 
the speed of a bullet. Four riders are off 
and running as the gate goes up and the 
quickest of quick was Bill Cody in the 
Scratch Main. Bill had some trouble 
keeping Ed Williams from out-racing 
him as Ed held off the challenge of 
Steve Bast and Don Cullums. 

The staggered start or Handicap Main 
event went to J.A.P. mounted Mark 
Cherry who started in front from the 
zero yard line. This win will move him 
back at least ten yards and he will have 
to work harder to win next time. 

Under the new point setup that is 
being recorded, all riders will be moved 
back ten yards after a certain number of 
points are earned. This does mean that 
riders like Steve Bast, who already starts 
all the way in the back on the 50 yard 
line and still wins by quite a large 
maring, will be moved back another ten 
to the sixty and so forth. It is indeed 
possible to see three or four of the top 
guns coming from the 70 yard line this 
season! You might ask, where will it all 
stop? Well, the. World's Champion, Ivan 
Mauger, has started on the 140 yard line 
and won his event.

The racing season in the East is 
underway. The events have been good, 
but the problem is all the Novices that 
are showing up. One hundred and eighty 
five (!) were on hand for the opening 
Half-mile in Ohio. Well over the century 
mark have been showing up at other 
half miles in Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Tennessee, 

The complaint from the promoters is 
that the paying customers are worn out 
by the time the Experts and Juniors get 
on the track, It seems as though the 
silencers on the lightweights are not 
keeping the fans happy. 

Talking with some of these 
promoters they say that they know that 
Novices are need but most only show up 
for the early season races. Then when a 
promoter could use some extra riders 
they don’t show up. Novices are 
intended for a professional program to 
learn how to race and gain enough 
points in a single season to advance to 
the Junior ranks. At least that used to 
be the idea, 

The AMA has created by far the 
largest and perhaps the best ever slate of 
non-national dirt track races this year. 
Most are of the two to three thousand 
dollar type and no longer the “‘Cheapie”’ 
nine to twelve money events that were 
so common a few years ago. 

It would make interesting reading to 
have the AMA conduct a survey 
covering the past two seasons to find 
out how many Novice riders move up in 
class, how many did not and how many 
entered more than six races per season, 
Another point might be to check and 
find out how many Novices have been 
Novices for more than three years. 

A case in point was a recent half mile 
in the East. It was a night time event 
with the pit gates opening at 4:00 PM 
but the races never started until close to 
10:00 PM and did not finish until well 
after midnight. 

The referee showed up with no timer 
and no clocks or watches of his own but 
still insisted that all the Juniors and 
Experts time trial. As the sun went 
down so did the temperature. In fact, it 
got down to thirty degrees before any 
of the main events had been run. 

Another major blow to the promoter 
and the crowd was that the Referee 
would only allow five Novice riders in 
each heat on a full half mile track! This 
created many additional ho-hum events 
while the fans were waiting and freezing 
to see the Experts who had been heavily 
advertised, 

The clocking situation was overcome 
by borrowing a stopwatch from one of 
the riders. The problem came when the 
watch quit working (Cold?) This event 
paid a major non-national purse and had 
an excellent turnout of riders in an area 
that has long been void of good 
professional racing. 

Back East Happenings 

Ascot Park will host the first western 
regional half mile race on May 18th. 
The first of this new type event on the 
half mile was run at Reading, Pa. the 
end of April and drew well over two 
hundred entries. Seventy-plus were late 
riders who raced but scored no points. 

Young Mike Kidd from Texas went 
to Reading and without taking a single 
practice lap went out and won his heat 
and the final. He was leading the 
Half-mile the night before in Tennessee 
when he was forced out with ignition 
troubles. Kidd will be traveling to the 
west for the Ascot regional and the May 
20th San Jose National along with Mike 
Gerald who is going to make a serious 
effort to compete on big bikes this year 
as well as running lightweights on the 
short tracks. 

Gerald is one of the best short 
trackers going this year and about the 
only rider that appears to be able to top 
him is Kidd. Their last laps duels 
recently in Texas were crowd pleasers 
from start to finish. Gerald won the 
Chicago National short track title last 
season but blew a total of eight, repeat 
eight, engines at the Houston Nationals 
last January. He has since switched 
brands, by the way. 

Roberts Shoots Himself! 

Kenny Roberts is going to challenge 

Tom Rockwood for the lead in 


non-racing injuries. Shortly before 
Daytona Kenny bent and bruised 
himself to the extent he could hardly 
walk, let alone ride in Florida. Now he 
will be carrying extra weight into the 
San Jose National as he accidently shot 
himself in the leg with a 22 caliber gun. 
The bullet is still there (by choice), but 
Roberts, the National point leader, is 
ready. He won the previous San Jose 
non-National race earlier this year. 
Wonder how he will expalin the bullet 
everytime he goes through the metal 
detector this year in the many airports 
he will pass through? 

The San Jose National is supposed to 
find Jim Rice riding a Harley-Davidson 
for the first time. Rice won the event in 
‘69 and ‘70 aboard a BSA but has lost 
out to Gene Romero and Triumph the 
past two times. 

Speaking of rider brand changes, 
reports from the midwest find ageless 
Neil Keen switching over and riding 
Triumphs this year. Past years have 
found the ‘61 Ascot national winner on 
BSA, Harley and Yamaha, but this will 
be the first time on a Triumph, which is 
dealer sponsored from the St. Louis 
area. 

The National cycle racing dirt track 
picture looks better then ever when you 
compare with some of the so-called 
major car .races. Yvon DuHamel 
competed in a recent NASCAR late 
model race and went 381 laps and 
finished in tenth place. His take-home 
was less than $500. The AMA National 
riders have that beat by a considerable 
margin and only have to run a fraction 
of that distance to eam as much or 
more, The new Expert-only National 
dirt track format for this year has put 
bucks into cycle racing. 

Mich Match 

More money is coming in on June 
2nd when the Half-mile in Detroit, 
known as Northville Downs hosts a 
$3500 Half-mile and in addition will 
have a first time “Match Race” between 
California and Michigan riders. It sets up 
to be a guaranteed drawing card with 
four California Experts and two Juniors 
matching up against five Michigan 
Experts and one Junior. California will 
have five Triumph riders and one on 
Yamaha. Michigan will ‘be all 
Harley-Davidson mounted, 

The riders will compete against each 
other in two ten lap match races with 
the high point team taking the entire 
purse which will be a minimum of 
$2,000 and a maximum of $4,000. The 
teams have signed with California going 
with Gary Scott, Tom Rockwood, Terry 
Dorsch and Tom Horton as the Experts 
and John Gennai and Rick Hocking as 
the Juniors. 

Michigan is led by Bart Markel who is 
backed up by Rex Beauchamp, Corky 
Keener, Mike Johnson and Ted Newton. 
The Junior is Tom Cummings. Newton 
was the big winner at Northville last 
season but Scott won the only time he 
raced there. Gary is the only California 
rider that has ridden the track. Johnson 
was the leading Michigan Junior last 
season and is the rookie on the 
Wolverine team. Beauchamp has been 
the winningest rider for the Michigan 
group to date, picking up two Half-mile 
wins in Ohio and a Mile victory in 
Atlanta, 

The team match racing idea has 
caught on to the extent that promoters 
have contacted the California team for 
events in Oregon, Deleware and 
Tennesse later in the season. The 
Oregon event will match the 
Californians against a team from 
Washington and Oregon while the 
eastern dates would be against some 
eastern all stars. 

Cycle News received a note from Los 
Angeles radio station, KBIG, that they 
will be recapping the San Jose May 20th 
national right after the race at 5:45 PM 
on the 20th. For listeners that’s 74 on 
the dial. KBIG will also air the results of 
the Detroit match race and the Loudon, 
New Hampshire National road races. 
June 3rd and 17th. 

If Gary Scott can keep his Ascot win 
streak going he can break the 1961 
record set by Neil Keen on Friday night, 
May 18th during the Regional race. The 
mark is seventeen in a row. 





Penton Series-CMC Motocross

A BILL 

To establish the California Desert 
National Conservation Area, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress 
assembled, That (a) the Congress finds 
that——— 

(1) the California desert contains 
historical, scenic, archeological, 
environmental, biological, cultural, 
scientific, and educational resources 
that are unique and irreplaceable; 

É these resources are 
immediately threatened, including 
certain rare and endangered species of 
wildlife, plants, and fishes that are 
unique to the California desert, whose 
habitats are being altered or destroyed 
by man’s growing influence in the 
desert; 

(3) the desert environment is a total 
ecosystem that is extremely fragile, 
easily scarred, and slowly healed; 

(4) the desert environment is seriously 


threatened by air pollution, 
indiscriminate off-road vehicle use, 
improper grazing, careless mining 


operations, unplanned development and 
construction, poor land use, and the 
pressures of growing recreational use; 
(5) the interrelationship of man and his 
desert environment is poorly 
understood; 

(6) the proximity of the lands of the 
California desert to the rapidly growing 
population centers of southern 
California makes the California desert at 
once a unique recreational and 
educational resource and a resource in

environment and to preserve the unique 
resources of the

California desert, man's activities must 
be limited to those which do not disturb 
the natural setting, destroy the scenic 
beauty, or upset the fragile ecology of 
the California desert; 

(8) in order to maintain environmental 
quality and ecological diversity and to 
control resource use, immediate steps 
must be taken to develop a 
comprehensive plan for the preservation 
of the desert environment and for the 
utilization of the desert’s renewable 


resources within. a framework of 
management which relies on the 
principles of multiple use and the 


maintenance of environmental quality. 
(b) It is the purpose of this Act to 
provide for the immediate and future 
protection and administration of such 
public lands in the California desert 
within the framework of a program of 
multiple use and the maintenance of 
environmental quality. 


SEC. 3. (a) There is hereby established 
the California Desert 
Commission. The Commission shall 
consist of a representative from each 
Federal agency having jurisdiction or 
control over lands within the California 
desert, representatives of State and local 
governmental units (including law 
enforcement agencies), representatives 
of the academic community having 
expertise in this field, representatives of 
residents of the California desert 
(including American Indians), 
environmentalists, and representatives 
of groups which make use of the 
California desert and its resources for 
purposes of recreation, study, or 
business. 


SEC. 4.In order to carry out the 
purposes of this Act, there is established 


Advisory - 


the California Desert National 
Conservation Area. 
SEC. 5. (a) The Secretary shall be 


responsible for the preparation of a 
long-range program for the 
management, use, and protection of the 
conservation area, 

(b) Such program shall include a plan, 
to be completed and reported to 
Congress by June 30, 1979, for the 
future management, use and protection 
of the conservation area. ` 

(c) During the period beginning on the 
date of enactment of this Act, and 
ending at the time of implementation of 
the long-range plan the Secretary shall 
execute an interim program to manage 
and protect the conservation area 
resources now in danger of destruction, 
to provide for the public use of the area 
in an orderly and reasonable manner 
such, as through the development of 
campgrounds and visitor centers, and to 
provide for a  uniformed ranger 
protection and maintenance operation. 
(d) During the interim period beginning 
on the enactment of this Act, and 
continuing after the final program has 
been completed, the Secretary shall be 
authorized to contract with State and 
local government units in developing 
advanced programs for law 
enforcement. 


SEC. 6. (a) The Secretary may acquire 
by purchase, exchange, or otherwise, 
such lands or interests therein as he 
deems necessary to provide access to the 
facilities of the conservation area. 


(b) (1) Notwithstanding any other 
provision of law, in exercising the 
exchange authority granted by 
subsection (a) of this section, the 
Secretary may accept title to any 
non-federal property or interests therein 
under his jurisdiction which he classifies 
as suitable for exchange or other 
disposal. The values of the lands so 
exchanged shall be approximately equal, 
but if they are not approximately equal 
the difference in value shall be equalized 
by the. payment of money to the 
grantor or the Secretary, as the case 
may be. 


SEC.8. The Secretary shall issue such 
regulations as he deems necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act. 
Notice of proposed rulemaking shall be 
furnished to the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives and published in the 
Federal Register and in at least one 
newspaper of general circulation to the 
area affected by the proposed rule. The 
notice shall include as a minimum: (1) a 
statement of the time, place, and nature 
of public rulemaking proceedings; 
(2) reference to the authority under 
which the rule is proposed; (3) either 
the terms or substance of the proposed 
rule or description of the subjects and 
issues involved including in either event 
the projected impact of the proposed 
rule on users, potential users, and the 
general public; and (4) the time, date, 
and place of public hearings to be held. 
The notice required by this section shall 
include provision by the agency for

One powerful arm of the body wants the AMA to 
forget the “little guys” of the sport — the amateur hobbyist — and make the most 
out of what the AMA is best at, professional racing. “The amateur, the sportsman 
rider eats up management time and insurance benefits,” they say. He doesn’t pay his 
way.” They could have added that he is also probably second only to the gun-ho 


road rider in his gripes about the AMA. 

Middle roaders, like myself, dangle 
from the AMA’s sleeve in the direction 
of sports, primarily, leaving the road 
and touring riders to the unpreoccupied 
organizations that are appealing to that 
category of motorcyclists primarily. But 
we'll hear no talk of abandoning us 
hobby riders when we need the AMA 
the most. 

Understandably, the AMA Staff is 
tugging the giant in the direction it is 
presently going, adding new territories 
and forms of racing to its role of being 
all things to all motorcyclists. 

And there is a small but perceptible 
clacque of oldtimers who'd prefer to see 
the AMA more like the AAA, a service 
organization for road riders, (Sure, with 
a little racing on the side, so you'd have 
somewhere to go on those long, majestic 
rides.) 

Until Motorcycle Owners, Riders and 
Enthusiasts of California got together 
with some Arizona money and last 
month announced that it is MORE of 
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AMERICA now, the AMA could throw 
its road riders a bone or two and they 
couldn't do anything about it. Well, 
Russ Sanford, MORE's brains and 
conscience, says he isn't going to disturb 
the AMA at what they do best, run 
races, His aim is doing MORE for the 
motorcyclist when he is not racing. 

This aim encompasses defending and 
extending riders' rights, his financial 
well-being and his safety. MORE's 
reasoning is that a person will enjoy 
being a motorcyclist more if he is 
reasonably well protected, related to the 
public and knows his interests are being 
looked out for. The typical motorcyclist 
doesn’t care much whether it is Russ 
Sanford or his namesake Russ March 
doing the lookin’ out as long as the dues 
are not unreasonable for the benefits 
derived. 

For the past decade, the AMA has 
been able to do little for the heavy 
dressers besides parade them at racing 
events and give them insurance and then 
take it away when a surprising number 
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used it. (I ‘can imagine my old club 
waiting impatiently for one of its 
members to break a bone so they can 
try out this new-fangled insurance.) It is 
not that the AMA doesn’t want to 
please road rider members, they just 
have all these racing pots boiling over in 
Worthington, Ohio. 

MORE of America changes all that. 
Now the motorcyclist who is not 
primarily in it for racing has a choice. 
Several choices, in fact. I cite MORE 
more frequently, awkward English 
though it sometimes makes, because I 
know it better and it seems to offer 
(here it goes again) more, But there are 
at least two other national motorcycle 
associations that have announced their 
existence in recent weeks. Plus there are 
any number of state and local 
associations offering road riders 
essentially; what the AMA offers for 
considerably less dues. 

All this tugging at the AMA will 
release some considerable hot air over 
the various coffee tables where 
motorcycle policy is decided. But when 
that ecological damage is done, the 
typical, average motorcycle rider of 
America may find out that he does 
exist, and the exceptional ones who 
compete with their toys may come to 
regard him as an equal.

For a 
fifth in the final moto and a first 
overall. The final race was at 2:30 a.m. 


eo NEW ASSOCIATION 

In several areas of the country new 
motorcycle associations are cropping up 
to handle local and regional groups of 
motorcyclists who feel that they are 
being left to shift by themselves by the 
giant American Motorcycle Association, 

One of the newest of the young 
organizations, is The National 
Motorcycle League, Inc. It was formed 
in Florida by five men about two 
months ago, and "kept under wraps so 
it wouldn't detract from the highly 
presigious Winter AMA Championship 
Series" there, partly because two of the 
five founders of NML were instrumental 
in organizaing the Winter AMA 
Championship Series, and no one 
wanted to hurt the sport. 

“However, the AMA’s_ declining 
interest in competition, and its 
increased interest in legislation, its 
monetary demands on promoters and 
sanctioned activities, has brought forth 
the need for new organizations to fill 
the need of participants in the worlds 
fastest growing sport,” says NML press 
release. 

Several tracks have already been 
signed to NML franchises, and riders are 
being licensed for competition, 

NML president George Esser has 
been laying the ground work for a 
nine-race summer Pro-Am series that 
will encompass, north, central, and 
south Florida. The series is expected to 
carry a purse approaching $10,000.00. 

“The NML will offer an organization 
for the rider and promoter, not the 
industry, it will keep a central point 
tabulation on the riders, organize series 
racing, league and team racing programs, 
give promoters protected franchise 
territories so riders will have the best 
facilities in any given area and offer 
increased insurance benefits," the 
release goes on to state. 

George E. Esser Sr., (Pres.), Dean 
Dyess, (Vice Pres.), George E. Esser Jr., 
(Sec.), Garvin “Buster” Britton, (Tres.), 
and James R. Eddy, (Atty), are the 
names behind the NML and make up 
the executive board. Jack Donahey of 
National Auto Raċing Services Inc., will 
be the insurance advisor, and Lee 
Gregory, former Radio and TV 
personality and South Florida- Racing 
announcer will handle the PR chores. 
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The bike is a super handler.

Motocross becomes a more and more 
competitive form of motorcycle racing 
each year. As the sport progresses and 
the riders get better, the battles over 
first place seem to get tougher. This 
seems to be especially true in the 125 
class where the riders are usually young, 
tough and fearless. With organizations 
like the FIM and AMA now beginning 
to promote 125 class Professional 
racing, the competition has really gotten 
fierce. Rider ability still counts for a lot 
when it comes to winning, but having a 
good competitive bike is probably even 
more important here than in any other 
class. 

Most 250 riders are satisified with 
the power their bikes produce, while 
every Open class rider will admit that he 
has more ponies at his disposal than he 
could ever use effectively on a 
motocross course. The 125 class rider is 
the one who is really looking for a way 
to make his bike go faster. 

One of the most popular motocross 
bikes in the 125 class is Yamaha's AT3 
MX. It has been on the market now for 
five years without any major changes 
and has proven itself to be a competitive 





and reliable bike. With the advent of 





new bikes on the market such as the 
Husky and. Penton 125's the 125 
Yamaha has progressively been left 
behind by the newer machines. In stock 
configuration the present AT3 MX is in 
need of more power and improvement 
in handling. 

Just about the time Yamaha 125 MX 
owners were beginning to dispair of 
finding a way to make their bikes 
competitive again, along came the 
Noguchi kits to transform their 
Yamahas into firebreathing dragons. 
The kits, imported and distributed by 
Dirty Distributing of Atlanta, are the 
product of Taneharu Noguchi, a 
mastermind of two cycle wizardry who 
is working under a developement 
contract with the Yamaha home 
factory. 

The kits are built by Noguchi at his 
own factory and are available from no 
other source in the states but Dirty who 
is their sole distributer, along with 
Dirty’s dealers. The latest square barrel 
kits come complete with a chrome lined 
aluminum cylinder, special head, piston 
kit, bearings, carburetor, expansion 
chamber. and other goodies. The kit 
retails for $285. The Noguchi kitted 
Yamahas still may not handle as well as 
some of the more current racers on the 
market but there aren’t any that are as 
fast. 


Noguchi engine is strong at 29 hp and’ is more controllable than stocker. 
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Karl Siegal helped us out with the test. 


The bike that is the subject of our 
test is Noguchi modified version of a 
new Yamaha 125cc motocrosser 
available at this time in Japan. The bike 
is a production scaled down version of 
its bigger brothers, the DT3 and RT3 
MX's and represents a coming of age for 
the little motocrosser in that it now has 
very little in common with its enduro 

| counterpart. It is a completely true 
production motocrosser with its own 
special frame, engine and suspension. It 
is expected that this bike without any 
major modifications will be introduced 
in this country by Yamaha at the 
beginning of the 1974 model year. 

The production AT5 MX, as it 
probably will be called, will feature all 
the neat goodies found on its bigger 
brothers. The engine is an all new design 
featuring CDI ignition, Torque 
Induction and a through the frame 
routed expansion chamber. The new 
frame carries the engine lower for 
improved handling and now has metal 
folding pegs for better foot grip. Front 
forks remain basically the same as on 
the current 125 MX except they have 
1" more travel. The rear shocks are the 
new thermal flow design with external 
oil resevoirs. Wheel rims are alloy with a 
2.75 x 21 Dunlap at the front and a 
3.50 x 18 hung on the rear. Side panels, 
front number plate and fenders are 
unbreakable plastic. 

What Noguchi did to our test bike 
was make what will surely prove to be a 
good bike even better. Because the 
engine is a production mill it comes 
from Yamaha in a state of tune that is 
relatively mild. This is to insure 
reliability for the average rider and it 
makes the bike easier to ride. Noguchi 
installed his. square barrel cylinder kit 
which raises the power from the stock 
(but pipey) 22 bhp at 10,000 rpm to 
(a torquier) 30 bhp at 8,800 rpm.The use 
of a chrome plated aluminum cylinder 
allows the cylinder and piston to retain 
their same internal clearances when the 
engine is running and has become hot. A 
highly tuned engine using a steel 
cylinder can't run close cylinder to 
piston clearances that are necessary for 
performance without taking the risk of 
seizure due to the different expansion 
rates of steel and aluminum when they 
are heated. Also installed is a special 
expansion chamber tuned to the new 
cylinder and a Noguchi modified Mikuni 
carburetor. 

Other Noguchi modifications to the 
bike, other than the engine, included 
complete magnesium brake assemblies 
and an aluminum works fuel tank. The 
bike is painted in Noguchi's latest works 
team colors: white with a red center 
stripe and a blue offset accent stripe. 

David Townsley, owner of Dirty 
Distributing, gave us the 





Noguchi/Yamaha 125 to test for a 
Saturday afternoon. Helping us out with 
the test was Karl Siegal, Dirty’s 18 year 
old super speedster who will be racing 
the bike in eastern motocross events 
during the upcoming season. We wanted 
to test the bike in as close to Yamaha 
production specifications as possible in 
order to get an impression of what the 
new Yamaha itself would be like, but 
Karl had already gotten to the bike and 
installed his own handlebars and a set of 
Noguchi front forks. 

The Noguchi forks are special limited 
production items that Dirty won’t be 
importing due to their expense, which is 
somewhere in the area of $300 each. 
Karl raced a Noguchi 125 in the Florida 
Winter-AMA Amateur series which was 
equipped with stock Yamaha forks that 
worked well, but afterwards he used a 
later model bike with the Noguchi forks 
and liked them better. The Noguchi 
forks worked smoother and weren’t as 
harsh feeling as the Yamaha forks. The 
difference though isn’t worth $300. The 
stock Yamaha forks could be reworked 
to perform almost as well. The biggest 
expense on the Noguchi forks are the 
slider tubes which are special 
lightweight castings that have been 
turned down on a lathe. The aluminum 
triple clamps ‘are precision hand 
machined from aluminum and the pinch 
bolts are titanium. 

For such a highly tuned racing 
machine the 125 is easy to start. Just 
flip down the enrichening lever on the 
special 28mm Noguchi modified Mikuni 
carburetor, give it a little throttle, kick 
the starter lever once or twice and it’s 
running. It should be pointed out that 
the new Yamaha’s along with having a 
new engine, has a new kick start lever 
assembly which folds completely out of 
the way when not in use. No more ankle 
banging. 

The kitted engine idles smoothly 
without a hint of trying to load up. 
Hum, I thought to myself , this can’t 
really be a racing bike. Well, the best 
way to find out is to ride it so I click 
the shift lever down into first gear, 
really rev the engine and let out on the 
clutch gingerly. I wasn’t ready for what 
happened next. I was expecting either a 
tire smoking wheelie or for the engine 
to jump and die. It did neither but just 
pulled away smoothly as I found I 
could just let back on the throttle and 
still get underway easily. Gee, this is 
sure a lot easier than I thought it would 
be. 

But wait! Wicking on the throttle 
brought an instant surge of power that 
started the tire spinning and me sliding 
back on the seat. Better shift to second 
quick. Zap the throttle. Shift, zap, shift, 
zap, shift and zap again. Gawd this thing 
is fast! As fast as my 250 motocrosser . .

. well almost anyway. But it sure is 
smooth. The power is almost rocket 
like. Just crank it on and it goes. There 
is no waiting for the revs to build up 
and get the engine on the powerband 
because if you're in the right gear the 
engine will pull without hesitation. 


The bike is honestly easier to ride 
than the present stock Yamaha AT3 MX 
and the Noguchi has almost 4076 more 
power. It actually is torquier feeling 
too. Karl's impression when he first 
rode the bike was that it was stronger, 
but that it was also much smoother than 
his old bike. Adding to the smoothness 
of the power is the engine itself which is 
totally rubber. mounted in the frame. 
There is no vibration whatsoever which 
at first impression really amazes you. 


We had a chance to look at one of 
the Noguchi cylinders. While the porting 
layout looked fairly similar to what is 
stock on the Yamaha motocross, the 
Noguchi cylinder does not have the 
auxillary transfer port coming up from 
the intake passage. Noguchi says this 
fifth transfer port is just a gimmick and 
isn't necessary on the Yamaha reed 
induction system. This seems rather 
difficult to believe when so many 
successful reed applications use 
auxillary transfer ports cut up into the 
combustion chamber from the intake 
passage. The Noguchi cylinder does 


. work though, and quite well, so we'll 


have to believe him. After all, Noguchi 
is the Yamaha factory racing team 
manager and one of their main 
development engineers, besides being 
the most respected two stroke engineer 
in Japan. 


Ok, so the engine is good. There is no 
need to go on and say anything about 
the Yamaha transmission, clutch or 
shifter because they've already 
established themselves as among the 
best available and are close to 
indestructable. The Autolube oil 
injection system does not come on the 
AT5 MX. For an enduro or street bike 
the Autolube is the way to go, but it 
doesn’t belong on a 100% racer. 


But how does it handle? In one word 
... beautiful, except for the stock rear 
shocks. Dampening action in the new 
shocks felt all right but the springs were 
too stiff for all of us who rode the bike. 
Replacing them with 70 pound or 60/90 
pound progressive springs should solve 
the problem we had with the rear end 
bouncing. 


The new frame makes the AT5 MX 
the best handling Yamaha motocrosser 
yet. Even better than their 250/360 





series 3 MX’s because the AT is so much 
lighter. The Noguchi modifications have 
trimmed off about 20 pounds from the 
production model, bringing the weight 
down to 180 pounds. Still, the bike in 
stock condition will be a super handler. 
Wheel base has been increased from 50 
to 53 inches. The new frame moves the 
engine further forward and lower to the 
ground, but still manages a good 10 
inches of ground clearance. The 
crankshaft center of the engine lies on 
that theoritically desirable line which 
runs from the front to rear axles with 
the crank being equidistant from the 
two points. This makes the bike a very 
predictable and smooth handler. Getting 
it out of shape really takes a lot of 
effort, but if you do, it wants to 
straighten itself right up. 


With as much power as the Noguchi 
engine developes the best method for 
getting around a track quickly is to 
square the corners. The excellent brakes 
lend themselves to this style quite well, 
especially the rear one which is now a 
full floater. The Noguchi/Yamaha will 
slide easily but power on with the bike 
laid over causes too much wheel spin 
and that means wasted time in a turn. 
When the bike is upright it can get its 
best traction, so with a bike that stops 
and accelerates this well, squaring a turn 
is the only way. 


We fell in love with the 
Noguchi/Yamaha 125 motocrosser. It is 
not as highly strung a bike as we first 
thought it would be, meaning that it can 
be ridden easily by an experienced rider, 
but unlike most other 125’s there is so 
much waiting in reserve that only a 
really good rider will be able to reach 
his potential on it. 


It looks like Yamaha will have a 
winner when they release the new AT5 
MX. It is a real handler, but as we said 
before, it won't be much faster than the 
present model. However, the pipier 
power band on the AT5 MX should 
make it harder to ride than the present 
models. Most riders will probably find it 
has all the power they can use, but if 
you can handle more the Noguchi set up 
is the way to go and it should prove 
even easier to control. For those of you 
who already own Yamaha 125 MX's the 
new Noguchi square barrel kits will bolt 
right onto your present engine, and then 
later on if you get a new AT5 MX the 
same kit can be installed on it. If you 
can't wait until next fall for a bike, 
Dirty Distributing is presently bringing 
over from Japan a limited number of 
the Noguchi modified 125's for sale at 
$1095. If you want the fastest and one 
of the best handling 125's on the block, 
this is it.

Everyone who is a regular reader of 
Cycle News is familiar with the men. at 
the Department of Transportation. You 
know who they are, the people who 
have never ridden a bike in their lives, 
and want everything on the road to 
sport air bags, extended front forks, roll 
cages, and thirty seven sealed beams. If 
they all got their way, motorcycles in 
1984 would be to motorcycles in 1973 
what Mack trucks are to H2Rs. 

With that in mind, what better way 
could there be to get a laugh filled 
spring vacation than to jump on a 
borrowed motorcycle and cruise to 
Washington D.C. for the straight scoop? 
Mounted on a Honda CB500 and a 
Suzuki GT550 for four days (and most 
of four nights), Kevin Geary and I 
arrived twenty minutes late at DOT 
headquarters in Washington for a 
conference with the men in charge of 
the government's activities in the 
motorcycling field. 

Waiting for our arrival were Lew 
Buchanan, Coordinator of motorcycle 
activities in the  DOT's National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration, 
and several of his associates. 
Congressman Chet Holifield, the man 
who founded the DOT with legislation 
some forty years ago, had arranged our 


appointment. Just about everyone 
concerned with motorcycles in the DOT 
was there. 

The first question I asked the 


assembled multitudes concerned the 
effect’ consumer feedback had upon 
their activities. I was thinking of the 
furor raised by the absolute lies General 
Electric had for so long advertised about 
Lexan helmets. While the Federal Trade 
Commission is the place to go with 
complaints about false advertising, I was 
curious how the random safety helmet 
tests, which proved the falsity of the GE 
ads, came to be. Buchanan answered, 
“We started the investigation because of 


reports from  consumers..They did 
mention that polycarbonate helmets 
were shattering, and the advertising 


campaigns were mentioned...with all of 
this in mind, our office did start the 
investigation and the random helmet 
sample test was part of it." 
The Office of Crashworthiness 

One of the experts in attendance was 
Clyde Roquemore, a Safety Standards 


Engineer with the Office of 
Crashworthiness. He explained his 
Office’s function. “The Office of 


Crashworthiness is concerned with 
writing federal standards that have to do 
with decreasing the extent of injuries 
and number of fatalities once an 
accident has occurred, in the post crash 
or regress “aspect of the crash.” That 
includes helmet standards, and his office 
is on the verge of publishing standards 
that will put the plastic cheapo 
manufacturers out of the business of 
selling worthless helmets. One area of 
controversy in the standard, the 
peripherial field of vision requirement, 
is still not definite. It had originally 
been suggested that a 105 degree field 
was adequate, but agitation for a 120 
degree field of vision has caused 
re-study of the area. Due to regulations 
of the Administrative Procedures Act 
concerning advance release of 
information on forthcoming federal 
standards, Roquemore could not tell me 
which school of thought will prevail. 


Extended Front Ends 

The next area of concern was the 
much read about, little understood idea 
of using extended front ends as energy 
absorbing mediums in motorcycle 
crashes. The idea originated at the 
UCLA Institute of Traffic and Safety 
Engineering, and the people at the DOT 
are well aware of the handling 
considerations involved. Don Bischoff 
of the Office of Experimental Safety 
Vehicles, who manages the 
Experimental Safety Motorcycle 
Program and is Coordinator of 
Motorcycle Research, states that “We’re 
certainly going to consider the handling 
aspects of this." Buchanan explained 
that the UCLA researchers “found a 
great deal of force from a crash could he 
absorbed by the front wheel and fork. 
We are researching to better understand 
what happens in motorcycle crashes and 
ways to manage crash forces." Dr. 
William King, an Engineering 
Psychologist with the Office of 
Operating Systems and one of the men 
involved in writing the localized control 
standard going into effect in 1974, is 
the chief (and only) proponent of the 
extended fork theory that we met at the 
DOT. He explained the theory behind 
the concept, drawing supporting

“Theoretically you have a man riding 
a bar between two wheels, with a high 
center of gravity, typically riding in a 
kind of a crouch, and he impacts 
something. The man is still riding so 
many milliseconds later. He rips the gas 
cap off, it in turn rips some things off of 
him, He impacts the vehicle he is hitting 
with his knees, and then commences to 
go airborne, with petrol being sprayed

over his body. The idea of using an 
extended springer came. about as 
follows. You put the fellow down in 
some kind of a recess, so there is some 
tangible material up in front of him. I 
don't call these peanut tanks they have 
on these choppers tangible material. If 
there were some way you could lower 
the man's CG and get something up in 
front of him that would absorb some of 
this crash injury, then he would 
probably get closer.to survival, In crash

tests, when they crashed a chopper into 
the side of a vehicle at 30 MPH, the rear 
axle experienced perfectly survivable 
time history in terms of G force. At 
least there is some part of the vehicle at 
30 MPH that could have survived. That's 
where this idea came from. The man has 
a lower CG, there is some material in 
front of him, and I think we could save 
some lives at below 30 MPH where a lot 
of the crashes are occurring." 

Buchanan again pointed out that 
“extending front ends and changing the 
geometry of the front, end can 
substantially degrade handling 
characteristics of a motorcycle." 

I asked why the test crashes are all 
done at 30 MPH, when few 
motorcyclists spend much time at that 
speed. Buchanan stated that “Most of 
the motorcycle crashes we have had 
reports on occurred between 21 and 30 
MPH. We feel that making motorcycle 
crashes suvivable at even 30 MPH is 
going to be a rather substantial task." 


Helmets 

Bischoff took it from there, with the 
information that the fatal level of a 
motorcycle impact, assuming no slide 
under or fly over, into the side of a car 
is 30 MPH. “We feel that is where the 
state of the art is. If we were to jump up 
to 60 or 70 MPH we would be biting off 
a horrendous chunk, since the kinetic 
energy at 60 MPH is four times as great 
as at 30 MPH. When I say fatality, I’m 
talking about head injury due to brain 
damage. Even wearing a helmet at 30 
MPH into the side of a car you cannot 
survive. The only thing we know that 
will give enough protection (to insure 
survivability) is the air bag.” 

The results of a DOT study of crash 
suvival in two states, Michigan with a 
mandatory helmet law, and Illinois 
without, indicates a survival rate 
increase of over 50% when a helmet is 
worm. 

Along the same line, Roquemore 
pointed out the tremendous success 
helmets have in allowing survival in 
accidents requiring abrasion resistance, 
such as a 100 MPH slide out. The state 
of the art helmet building allows 
survival at a linear impact of 13-15 
MPH.In a sliding get off, the linear impact 
may only be 9 or 10 MPH, which would 
be perfectly survivable with a good 
helmet. He went on to point out that 
“some of the (helmet) companies have 
done some good development work on 
helmets since general publication of 
information concerning helmets. A lot 
of work has been done by some 
companies. On the other hand, there are 
some companies who are trying to flood 
the market with lower cost helmets 
before the federal standard becomes 
effective. It would behoove the 
consumer to try to seek out the better 
type of helmet, and not be taken 
advantage of just to buy a helmet 
because it costs less at this time." e 

After the standard is in force, the 
Office of Standards Enforcement will be 
buying helmets off the shelf to test for 


compliance. 
Roquemore moved on to point out 
ways in which the Office of 


Crashworthiness may affect the conduct 
of a manufacturer of motorcycles or 
accessories. “If our Office of Defects 
Investigation investigates an item on a 
motor vehicle of any kind, perhaps a 
Honda gas cap, they will be aware an 
investigation is going on. On the basis of 
nothing but that investigation they 
probably will change any item that they 
know of that may be subject to a valid 
investigation. If the government is 
looking at something because it has got 
a good number of reports that it is 
dangerous, or not functioning properly, 
then the manufacturer often takes that 
as a feedback and starts to take 
corrective action." 


The Safety-Cycle 

The same type of occurrence goes 
along with the Experimental Safety 
Motorcycle Program. Because the 
government has demonstrated the 
feasibility of several project areas on the 
ESM, major manufacturers have 
undertaken their own ESM studies, 
notably in Japan. 

A third way the government affects 
manufacturers is the direct regulatory 
method to be employed in the 
upcoming helmet standard case. Just the 
notice of the coming standard resulted 
in some defect correction in helmets. It 
seems that the thought of the federal 
bureaucracy breathing down their neck 
will spur on even the big corporations to 
working on the ills in their products. 

One thing we noticed during these 
discussions was that.all the participants

had photocopies of a recent “Cycle 
Guide" Yamaha TX 650 road test, 
which concluded that the Yamaha TX 
650 is unsafe. The DOT people are 
looking into this, and it will be 
interesting to see how Yamaha reacts. 


A Ground Clearance Standard 

However, not only Yamaha ground 
clearance problems are being 
investigated. Buchanan explained, 
“What we are going to do is ask the 
manufacturers for each, by model, what 
the ground clearance is with the 
suspension fully compressed, how far 
you can lean it over before something 
other than tire touches, what touches, 
and what is the safety implication when 
this thing touches. Also what the 
manufacturer feels would be adequate 
minimum bank angle. When we get this 
information, we'l use it along with 
inputs from our Multidisiplinary Crash 
Teams and our own personal experience 
to possibly draft a standard saying that 
any motorcycle manufactured used on 
the street must have at least a certain 
minimum bank angle. Then this rule 
would go out for comment to the public 
and concerned persons." 

The DOT has data indicating that 
early Kawasaki 500’s are. also suffering 
from poor clearance which causes 
accidents. This data was gathered by 
teams collecting information on and 
investigating accidents all over the 
country. 


That Nasty Gas Cap 

An investigation of Honda gas caps 
was instituted in mid-1972 by the DOT, 
Honda was aware of the cap opening in 
crashes problem before then, however, 
as they incorporated a double latch 
system into their gas caps before the 
investigation got started. 

Buchanan expressed the position 
leading to the investigation. “We have 
expressed concern about gas filler caps 
being right up on top of the gas tank 
where in an impact persons will slide up 
on the gas tank and possibly incur groin 
injuries unnecessarily. We have 
advocated over the years that something 
be done to either shield or recess gas 
tank caps." 

Bischoff explained the source of 
their concern. “We had two inputs, the 
Multidisciplinary Accident Teams out 
investigating accidents, and they showed 
the groin injuries in actual motorcycle 
accidents caused by steering dampner 
knobs, gas caps, and so forth; and also 
the first year of our dynamic testing, in 
1970, showed that fiberglass and plastic 
tanks ruptured, and filler caps on the 
tanks we tested then all opened up and 
sprayed fuel. That information was sent 
out to the manufacturers in 1971. We’re 
seeing now that almost all the 
manufacturers have changed their gas 
caps. Before, some like Kawasaki had, 
you could just run your hand over the 
tank and you activated that button, so 
if you slid up on the tank at all, it was 
sure you'd open up the tank right on 
yourself. All the manufacturers that I've 
seen have redesigned their gas caps 
during the last couple of years." The 


companies still have a long way to go in, 


preventing gas cap groin injuries in 
accidents. 

Another area of DOT investigations 
concerns control placement and design. 
One control change they are looking 
into is a progressive throttle to ward 
against crashes caused by novice riders 
getting too much throttle too fast, and 
falling off their mount. The DOT owns 
a Honda 350 with which they have been 
experimenting along those lines. 

But of all the DOT activities, the 
least understood, most mistrusted, and 








most controversial is the air bag testing 
program, All the people involved admit 
extreme doubt about the feasibility of 
the air bag used on a 
motorcycle...before the tests were 
conducted, The tests were so successful 
that everyone became an air bag 
convert. After seeing a 1000 frame per 
second movie of test crashes with and 
without air bags, I openly admit to 
being a fanatical air bag supporter. The 
damn things work! 


Air Bags Actually Work! 


A 160 pound dummy loaded with 
electronic instruments is used as the 
rider in the test crashes. A relatively 
inconspicuous air bag is mounted on the 
gas tank of the test machine equipped 
with an air bag. A cylinder of gas stored 
at about 2500 PSI is compartmented 
into the gas tank of the machine. 

In the control crash, a bike without 
an air bag is crashed into a parked car, and 
the dummy sensors indicate that the 
helmet wearing rider would have died in 
the 30 MPH head-on impact. 

Next the air bag equipped machine is 
crashed into a car at 30 MPH. An 
impact sensor triggers the bag inflation, 
and within 25 milliseconds (25/1000 of 
a second) the L-shaped bag is fully 
deployed and inflated with eight cubic 
feet of gas at one half PSI. The dummy 
rider does not even start to move 
forward on the machine until 35 or 40 
milliseconds after impact...the bag is 
fully in front of him before he starts to 
move forward on the bike. The bag 
reacts against the car hood and keeps 
the rider on the motorcycle, a Honda 
750. The date collected indicated that 
he would have walked away from the 
crash, It’s pretty impressive: from fatal 
to walking away in the same crash, the 
difference being made by an air bag! 


Of course, the present air bags are 
highly experimental in their use on 
motorcycles. But due to the high degree 
of amazing success so far, the DOT has 
awarded a contract to the University of 
Denver to conduct 27 more air bag 
crash tests in various configurations, 
head-on, right angle, slide out, etc. 

Bischoff thinks that the L-shaped bag 
will work in all configurations of 
accidents...front head-on, passenger 
compartment, rear fender, back, front 
fender..reacting with those various car 
surfaces. 

He ,looks forward to the day that 
pyrotechnic inflation systems allow a 
total air bag system size close to a man's 
fist. Then it could be put on a 
motorcycle and not even be noticed. Air 
bags probably will never be seen on 
smaller bikes, but certainly will have a 
place on long-life roadburners of the 
future. That is because of the cost 
consideration, I can hardly wait. 


Other ways of Saving Your Life 
While the air bag is waiting on 
technology to bring it to a state of 
feasibility in applications to 
motorcycles, every aspect of the DOT 
Experimental Safety Motorcycle (near 
term) are feasible and available right 
now. The ESM program, which Bischoff 
manages, has awarded contracts with 
the AMF Advance Systems Laboratory 
to study twelve ESM areas: 
—Anti-lock brakes —Conspicuity 
—Improved traction tires 
—Improved headlamp system 
—Windshield —Side impact protection 
—Dynamic tire failure —Rear vision 
—Security system  —Fuel system 
—Flexible fenders 
—Control cable 
reliability 
All the study areas havé emphasis on 


strength and 
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finding out what is needed and could be 
improved, and cost. Every category of 
the study contacts reflects the cost 
awareness and concern displayed by 
Bischoff. The studies will find out jus 
what an ESM should be, starting with 
the preliminary investigation areas 
outlined above. 

Harley-Davidson, AMF cousin to the 
Lab doing the research, has a fully 
operative anti-lock brake system right 
now, In fact, the company is 
considering production in one or two 
years. The system is such that you can 
hammer on the discs as hard as you 
want, and will stop in the shortest 
possible distance with absolutely no 
chance of skid or locking of the front 
wheel. It is impossible to lock the wheel 
using the system, even on oily glare ice. 
Such a system would make it possible 
for any rider to dive into a blind corner, 
grab a fistful of front brake, hit loose 
gravel, and still not crash due to front 
wheel lockage! 

The system uses a hydraulic pump 
constantly producing hydraulic 
pressure. When you hit the master 
cylinder, instead. of going to the brake, 
the pressure the lever generates goes to a 
sensing device, telling it how bad you 
want to stop. The sensing device 
monitors the pressure to the disc from 
the constant source of pressure, controls 
that pressure, reads wheel RPM and 
wheel load, and adjusts pressure from 
the hydaulic pressure source to the disc 
accordingly. It feeds the disc as much 
pressure as it will take under any 
condition without locking. It never gets 
unstable, 

All the parts for the -system are 
currently in production by 
Kelsey-Hayes. Since an estimated 10% 
of motorcycle accidents are caused by 
braking instabilities, utilization of the 
system on production machines would 
be very worthwhile. The system that 
goes into production will probably be a 
front wheel only system, since 70% of 
motorcycle stopping power is on the 
front end, and since the small unit cost 
(compared to cars) of motorcycles 
makes them cost critical. The DOT 
wants the cheapest possible system for 
use on the ESM. 


The DOT Is Bikers 

After a day at the DOT, the dudes 
inside the building filling up an entire 
Washington block do not come off as 
being crazy or out of toùch at all. Why 
is that so? They all ride motorcycles, 
many having been trained by a DOT 
program that rates an “A”, Buchanan 
sports motorcycle boots on the job, and 
rides a Honda 750. Bischoff is the 
number. two Expert motocrosser in 
District 7 on a Honda Elinsore, a title he 
has held (without his new bike) for two 
years. He has ridden every production 
street motorcycle sold in the U.S. over 
500cc in a kind of DOT safety 
comparison test, and has shredded tires 
and blown hydraulic disc brake seals in 
repeated one plus G panic stops at a 
local air base runway. He rides a Honda 
500 on the street. He makes it quite 
clear that he does not want to see 
motorcycles become something bizarre 
or extinct, and is very excited about the 
potential of the ESM program. 

Buchanan sums it all up very well, 
"We recognize that we are subject to 
criticism, but we would like to feel that 
the criticism is based on fact. We feel we 
do know something about motorcycles. 
Many of us are motorcycle enthusiasts. 
We want our work to contribute to the 
safety of motorcycling without placing 
unnecessary restrictions on the sport or 
the industry."

race of the day honors" before their 
first moto was five minutes old, Out of 
town heroes Grossi, Kuykendall and 
Bunker fought local champs Ted Saures, 
Don Sutphin and Mike Decker in a 
no-holds-barred race. The first two laps 
lost a pack of about 10 riders in a 
two-wheel version of destruction derby. 
Bill Grossi's experience and ability 
showed as he eased away from the 
others. 

The second moto got exciting in the 
first turn, first lap. Someone made the 
mistake of dropping it in front of about 
twenty-five other riders. The resulting 
melee was escaped by only five bikes 
and Grossi among others was knocked 
down. All were able to restart without 
losing a lap. While Kuykendall was one 
of the lucky five and was able to assume a 
comfortable lead, Grossi got going again 
dead last. His charge to regain position 
had the crowd of 1200 screaming like 
school girls at a Stones show. Grossi 
didn’t bank off berms, he exploded off 
them! Going over “Husky HIN,” a 
150-foot long, 18-foot high, man-made 
obstacle, Grossi would absolutely 
devastate fellow riders. Every lap he 
flew 45 feet before touching down. His 
point of impact never varied more than 
a foot or two but his flight attitude 
åppeared to be under constant 
experimentation; one lap he’d throw the 
bike nearly horizontal, the next he’d 
cross up sideways and at ‘least twice 
during the day he passed other riders 
while in mid-air! 

Lots of riders collected trophies, a 
bunch picked up bruises and the 
Motorcycle Riders Association?

AN ENDURO RIDER sent me a 
copy of a story relating to motorcycles 
that he had clipped from the Sunday 
edition of the Santa Barbara News Press. 
I wish that everyone who rides a bike 
could see this article. 

To an average reader the article in 
the News Press appears to be a straight, 
rather comprehensive piece of reporting. 
You as a cyclist might even have read 
the article and said to yourself, “My 
gosh, do we really do all this?” : 

In fact it is one of the most slanted, 
dishonest pieces that I have seen in 
quite a while. I am going to dissect this 
article in the hopes that when similar 
articles appear in your own local papers 
you will know how to evaluate them 
and, if they are similarly slanted and 





dishonest, that you will voice your 
objections loudly and clearly. Most 
editors don't like to get caught running 
this kind of garbage, for professional 
reasons, and if you let an editor know 
that his paper is read critically, he'll 
think twice before making another 
slipshod attack. 

One of the first things to decide 
when you see an article like this is the 
purpose of the writer. Is it actually 
intended to inform or is it a disguised 
editorial? The pictures are the dominant 
feature of this News Press article and 
they are all big pictures (from 2 to 5 
columns wide) and they are all from an 
area near Santa Barbara, California — 
Ballinger Canyon. The story itself is big, 
physically. It begins on the first page 
with a five-column picture and a

Hot Hats @ $1.00 Each. Now..... 
Stickies @ 50c Each. No

three-column story. Its continuation 
takes 75 percent of page 10. The 
three-column headline states, “Agencies 
and conservationists tangle with ORV 
enthusiasts." 

From the pictures and the headline 
(which is all many readers will see) you 
might expect to find a story about 
pitched battle between cyclists and the 
Forest Service. Certainly you would 
expect the story to relate to Ballinger 
Canyon since that's where all the 
pictures were taken, 

In fact, however, there isn't enough 
of a story in Ballinger Canyon for a 
filler because the cyclists and the Forest 
Service have been getting along quite 
well for years and in fact the cyclists 
have themselves built some of the 
facilities at the campground. 

The story is what might be called a 
“library piece.” It is a mixture of 
mostly unrelated facts and quotations 
woven into a story designed to create 
one impression: that motorcyclists are 
bad for Santa Barbara, Ballinger Canyon 
is not used extensively (or possibly at 
all) by the-four-wheel-drive enthusiasts, 
but they are quoted extensively as our 
representatives. The only 
“motorcyclist” quoted in the whole 
piece is Harry Whalen, who doesn’t even 
ride a bike. 

For the other side, writer Robert H. 
Sollen has ranged far and wide, 
borrowing from Executive Order 11644, 
the BLM’s interim regulations, Forest 
Service regulations, Bureau of 
Agriculture pamphlets, the Sierra Club, 
and even the Milwaukee Audubon 
Society. All of it is old stuff. There isn’t 
a shred. of “news” in the whole 
eight-column article. There is practically 
nothing in the article relating to 
Ballinger Canyon or the Santa Barbara 
area. The article is just there to lend 
authority to the pictures. 


If this were merely a slipshod job of 


reporting, it wouldn't be so bad. You 
could simply chalk it up as one more 
example of incompetence of a Small 
town newspaper. But this article is 
deliberately dishonest. Motorcyclists 
don’t ride anywhere; they “roar.” 
“When cycles roar across BLM lands...” 
“Boys of 7 to 10 years old roar up the 
hillsides...” etc. They “race” “...but 
anyone racing around..." etc. 

There is a more subtle kind of 
dishonesty practiced in the layout of 
the article. Opposite three pictures of a 
hillside with all kinds of vehicle tracks is 
a headline “Offroad vehicle owners 
deny they harm the environment.” 
There is a clear implication that besides 
being the worst scourge since Attila the 
Hun, we are also liars, or at best quite 
stupid. The substance behind this 
headline is a two-word quotation from 
Harry Whalen: “no damage.” Lord 
knows what the original context of 
these two words was. 

The worst lie of this entire exercise 
in dishonesty, however, ‘is done with 
photography. The pictures make it 
appear that there is a vast area of 
devastation in Ballinger Canyon, In fact 
the area that is scarred up is about the 
size of a large playground. Kids, many 


~ 


of them quite young, ride up and down. 
the hills in that relatively small area all 
weekend and there is no more 
vegetation on those hills than there is 
around a swing set or a baseball 
diamond. The kids rarely get out of that 
bowl-shaped area and once over.the 
most immediate hills, the trails rapidly 
converge into two or three leading in 
various directions through the forest. 

While the pictures appear to have 
been shot over a large area, all of them 
could have been shot (and most 
probably were) from one location in the 
middle of the parking area. A wide angle 
lens was used to make one picture 
appear -to cover a vast area. Extreme 
sidelighting makes tracks and erosion 
scars look worse than they are. 
Attention is called (in the caption) to 
the riders included in the pictures for 
scale. They don’t bother to note that 
the riders are about ten years old and 
riding minibikes. 

The caption on the lead picture 
states in part, “Once covered with 
vegetation and an amazing display of 
wild flowers after sustained winter rains, 
the hills are now colorless and scarred 
by motorbike use.” True, that area is 
well covered by trails (but no more 
scarred than the earth is “scarred” by a 
tennis court or golf course), but 
“colorless” it most certainly isn’t. On 
the weekend of April 22 standing in the 
same position Mr. Smith was when he 
took his pictures, I could easily see 
about a dozen varieties of flowers 
including some that were yellow-orange, 
pale yellow, lavender, two different 
deep purple types, a tiny blue type, a 
pinkish red variety, and an almost black 
carmen variety. Mr. Dick Smith is either 
blind or a liar, If he had ventured away 
from his car to the top of the hill shown 
in the photo on page 1, he would have 
seen acres and acres of yellow and 
purple flowers, along with some 
substantial patches of California Poppy. 
In fact, he could have seen all the 
flowers he desired had he walked 15 
minutes from his car in any direction! 

All of this, of course, is obvious to 
anyone who visits Ballinger Canyon, but 
the people for whom Mr. Sollen's article 
and Mr. Smith's pictures are intended 
won't visit Ballinger Canyon because 
they don't go outside any more than is 
necessary to get from their house to the 
car. They worry about wild flowers they 
could never see because they don't grow 
close to a paved highway. And they 
complain to legislators about things 
about which neither they nor the 
legislators have any comprehension. 

One of the best ways to deal .with 
this sort of nonsense is to simply stop 
the dishonesty at the source. Put Mr. 
Robert H. Sollen and Mr. Dick Smith 
out of a job. If enough of you in the 
Santa Barbara area cancel your 
subscriptions to the paper with a letter 
of explanation, you might do just that, 
Those of you who don’t subscribe can 
write to the editor and let him know 
your views and send a copy to the 
publisher. The paper is the Santa 
Barbara News Press. The article 
appeared in the April 8 edition.

acres of grassy meadow, oak-studded 
pasture land, smooth fire roads, cobby 
desert, and beautiful smooth to jagged 
granite formations sticking out of the 
ground all combine to provide the room 
and challenge for every type of activity 
we could dream up — from motocross 
to observed trials. 

The acreage is more than most 
people can contemplate and never feel 
crowded in Baja. We were unable to ride 
the entire ranch in two days. The area is 
on the high plateau of central Baja with 
a surprisingly high subsurface water 
table that supports lush vegetation and 
large trees. Artesian wells water: the 
ranch, 

At the entrance to the ranch are 
small herds of sheep and pigs. A herd of 
semi-wild horses seemed to coexist very 
nicely with our silenced desert rigs and 
MXers. Sound too good to be true? It 
did to us until we tried it. It’s one of the 
few places we’ve ever ridden that was 
better in reality than it was described to 
us in words. 

The place is Diablo Cycle Ranch, 
16.5 miles east of Tecate on Mexico 
National Highway 2. Turn left at 
Canada del Sol (It’s marked.) and follow 
the graded dirt road for about a mile 
and a half to a small ranch house with 
white-painted fences. A motocross track 
of significant proportions is going in and 
there’s no hassle with the land since the 
co-partner is a very nice Mexican 
gentleman and it’s his ranch. The 
northern edge of the ranch is actually 
the U.S.-Mexico border. The whole 
environment is peaceful and conducive 
to hard, thoughtful riding between sips 
of,cerveza. It's one of the few places 
where picnickers and bikers seemed to 
happily coexist on essentially the same 
grounds. Smiles are exchanged instead 
of frowns. We hope it can last. 

It’s open for business May 30, 
possibly even for Memorial Day 
Weekend. The cost is much less than 
you think for bike riding and camping. 
It's 30 minutes from San Diego. If you 
go once, you'll go back. 

There's just one thing you should be 
warned about before going to Diablo 
Cycle Ranch. Look out and be wary of: 
the pigsnake, the feared Black Lizard of 


Baja and, especially, the ferocious 
attack sheep. Very mean critters, those 
sheep.

The 48th ISDT, “The Olympics of 
Motorcycling”, will take place over the 
week of September 17-22 in the small, 
quiet New England community of 
Dalton, Massachusetts. 

Dalton is a company town of about 
6,000 residents and home of Crane and 
Company, manufactures of the paper 
stock on which all U.S. currency has 
been printed for the last 90 years. Aside 
from this and certain historical 
landmarks Daltons’ claim to fame lies in 
the fact that Dalton is the home of “Mr. 
Berkshire” Al Eames. 

Eames is a fortyish, friendly family 
man with three grown children, who 
sports dark rimmed glasses, a greying 
crew cut and a yellow Dodge Van (as 
AMA New England Regional Director) 
that can be seen for miles in the 
conservative surroundings. 

If the success or failure of the initial 
Six Days effort of the U.S. can be 
attributed to one person then Al Eames 
is that man. Eames is depending on his 
twenty odd years as a native of the area, 
his experience gained in organizing and 
laying out the famous Berkshire Trials 
and a mixture of preacher, teacher, 
psychologist and super salesman to pull 
off an almost olympic feat: a 
challenging, successful ISDT. 

Just who is Al Eames and how ts he 
going to do it? Read on and find out. 


CN: How did Al Eames get involved in 
bikes and the Berkshire? 

AE: I got involved with bikes about 12 
or 15 years ago after my family was 
started and after I had developed 
responsibilities. I had an old 125 H-D 
rubberband job that I rode the woods 
with and such. The thing that really got 
me going was seeing my first Scottish 
trials It was a horrible experience, but it 
made me hungry for more. Of course, 
since I've always ridden and walked the 
woods, the challenge of more terrain 
just came natural to me. This is the area 
where I've really contributed to the 
sport: I relate to people regardless of 
where I meet them and because of that I 
have a good relationship with the 
natives in the area. I enjoy doing it. 

CN: When did the idea of having what 
has become known as the ''Berkshire" 
come about? 

AE: It was in 1964 when a bunch of 
riders were sitting around after an 
enduro and Donny Loans suggested a 24 
hour marathon event, which sounded 
neat but didn’t really make sense 
because you can’t ride in the woods at 
night. We had read a little about the 
ISDT so I decided,-let’s try something 
along that line. 

Our first try was a 90 mile loop that 
we ran in one direction and then 
reversed it; it proved so tough that there 
were no gold medals. This “defeat” 
showed me that I was thinking too 
tough for an event of that length, since 
our previous ones were only 60 to 80 
miles long. The next year I swung the 
other way and tried a two day format 
that produced some 40 gold medal 
runners after the first day, so we ended 
up cancelling the second day. Every 
year has been a new experience and our 
trials have improved accordingly based 
on that experience. 

Those first trials led me into 
association with Bob Hicks and the New 
England Sports Committee. Bob was 
beginning to move out of the scrambles 
situation and into woods riding, and he 
began to offer both financial and 
personal backing for the events. He and 
I. have been the real movers of the 
Berkshire (Six Days format) two day 
trials. It progressed from there to the 

three day event last year. The idea came 

on the return flight from the ISDT in 
Britian. It was a challenge to see if I 
could put together 500 miles that could 
serve as a Six Days effort. I put into 
three days what normally should have 
been a six day event, and it was a tough 
one. 


48th ISDT 
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CN: How does Dalton and the 
surrounding area view our participation 
in the Six Days? Are you running into 
any obstacles? 

AE: Yes, Dalton is critical of my 
activities. The two day qualifier last 
year pleased all the people involved in 
the area, but since then, with the 
expansion from a two day event to one 
that runs six days (actually eight), the 
people involved have had second 
thoughts--primarily about the 
spectators. They feel that the spectator 
is the irresponsible person in the 
organization of the event, but I think 
we can overcome this because the trail 
riders" basic approach to other people's 
property is far above the image that we 
get tacked upon us. I don’t try to 
excuse or explain away the fact that 
there will be many, many people in the 
area for the event, that has to be taken 
as a fact but I think it will work out 
well, 

We ran into a problem concerning 
use of the American Legion facility that 
was our main base for the qualifier. I 
felt that we might damage the land 
where we would be parking, and that in 
doing this we would be open for 
criticism and also be hurting the 
Legion’s image. The problem has been 
solved by the use of a 50 acre lot 
another half mile down the road that 
will serve as the impound area and the 
spectator/participant parking lot. There 
are many other places where I could set 
up that are perfectly adequate, but at 
this point I don’t want to leave the 
Dalton area. - 

CN: The original site for the ISDT was 
Fort Hood, Texas. Why the change? 
AE: I was heavily involved in the 
decision that the Ft. Hood location be 
changed, firstly because it does not 
typify the American scene. Ft. Hood is 
a heavy military base and because of 
that you cannot get away from the 
military attitude, no matter how far you 
ride. 

Secondly, it's a course marker's 
nightmare because the tanks make 
tracks everywhere. The terrain is 
challenging because it's strictly an 
off-road type of place, and the recent 
qualifier was well administered with the 
exception of a few problems because of 
inexperience. Fortunately the qualifier 
was held when the weather was ideal 
and there was no rain, but in 
September, when the temperatures are 
near the 100 degree mark for six days, 
or if the site suffered a heavy rain, it 
could turn into a catastrophe--a 
situation you just can’t have. 

There's no question that the 
Berkshires is slanted toward the 
European type of terrain and there are 
some people who think that this will 
give them an advantage. However, I am 
more concerned with showing them our 
administrative ability, the ability to do a 
good job, than I am of zapping them 
their first time here in the U.S. I don't 
think that's the approach to take. 

CN: Bob Hicks: (editor/publsiber of 
Trail Rider and Cycle Sport magazines) 
has expressed the opinion that we aren't 
seizing the initiative to make the ISDT a 
uniquely American event in the sense 
that we are following the FIM (more or 
less) to the letter. 

AE: I feel that whatever comes out of 
the Six Day effort is going to be positive 
in terms of the American involvement in 
it. We can’t change the FEM in a year's 
time because we are neophytes in the 
organization. I won’t know what our 
situation is until Russ March returns 
from the FIM congress; then we will 
know exactly what our position as 
organizers will be. I think that maybe 
Bob has some good points but I don’t 
think they are being well expressed. 

CN: How far along into planning and 
actual layout are you? 

AE: I’m probably about half way along, 
with the route yet to be firmly 
established. The weather is just starting 
to break here so that I’m not too 
concerned yet. The pressure will 
increase as the event approaches. 

CN: What about outside help in 
planning and layout? : 

AE: I'm not going to get into outside 
help that much because I tend to be a 
loner, so I’m going to have my work cut 
out for me. I'll have to accept some 
help, but there is a problem in that very 
few people are really familiar with the 
area. 

The marking responsibility is going 
to be staggering. I have some very 
dedicated frontrunners who have 
offered to do this but to educate them 
to the area will ‘be a chore. The 
enthusiasm here in New England is high 
and the majority of the event will be 
volunteer, but again the problem is the 


lack of good, extremely knowledgeable 
riders. 3 

CN: Is the state of Massachusetts 
lending its cooperation to the event? 
AE: I am using no more than 15% of 


state lands for trails and the state» 


authorities are cooperating 100%. It’s 
the environmentalists that I’m not sure 
about at this point in the game. There is 


to be a nature walk later this month to 
check for alleged damage of trails, but I 
don’t believe it will be serious. Our 
image is a bit at stake because there is a 
concentrated effort on the part of a few 
individuals to zap us--trail riding in 
general--one way or the other. The state 
people don’t feel this way because the 
administrators of public land have 





bigger fish to fry. The environmental 
laws are making policemen out of all of 
us, but some of us aren’t qualified 
because we can’t objectively look at a 
situation. 

CN: How do you go about obtaining 
land for trails? 

AE: I get into conversation with people 
and talk about the area. Sometimes 
someone will say, “I can remembe: 
when a road used to go there." From 
this information I try to establish the 
status of the road and whether it's still à 
public way before I actually examine it. 
I try to utilize trails that used to be 
roads because they have a basic road 
bed which will stabilize after use. It’s 
bound to have deteriorated over the 
years but it will have stabilized in a 
condition that can still be negotiated. 
The drainage characteristics are there 
and all that remains is to re-establish the 
erosion control of it. This is where the 
trail riders’ responsibility lies. Every 
trail rider should have a folding shovel 
to carry on the handlebars and it should 
be put to a little ditch digging exercise 
on every trail ride; if everyone did this 
we would have no drainage/erosion 
problems. The trails are there and 
available to us if we show that we are 
capable of maintaining them. This is 
where our image lies; the state people 
don't have enough money to control 
their own lands and they never will. 

On private lands you have to know 
the person you are dealing with, and 
here again my biggest responsibility 
(and that of the trail rider) is to 
re-establish the erosion controls so that 
the water drainage will be properly 
channeled. 

CN: Would you encounter as many 
problems if this were just the normal 
two or three day Berkshire event? 

AE: No. Once the International aspect 
was brought out the locals visualized 
hordes of people. The Berkshires are a 
heavily used vacation area and this has 
an effect, but because of the time of 
year when the ISDT will be staged--a 
slack between summer and fall--most 
business people support it. It's just a 
few concerned locals who are voicing 
opposition, and when you get out of the 
area there's very little concern because, 
in most cases, the natives do not 
consider us objectionable. 

CN: Are the Berkshires really geared for 
this type of event as far as housing and 
feeding the competitors and spectators? 
AE: There will be a problem. Housing 
facilities will be a problem as time goes 
on because, sadly enough, the area 
facilities don’t seem to be geared up to 
this type of event and they’re not really 
too enthused about us. By the middle of 
the summer we are going to have to talk 
to the food facilities, one by one, 
personally and advise them of the 
amount of people and the time situation 
because it’s going to be an early 
morning responsibility to feed everyone. 
In terms of the business picture I feel 
that everyone will cooperate; I base this 
on the few people I have already talked 
to on a casual basis. 

CN: Where does your responsibility 
actually lie? 

AE: I'm responsible for the route, the 
scoring and all the related facilities; the 
housing I got into because I live here. I 
will function as Trial Director. 

CN: Exactly what is the director 
responsible for? 

AE: The choice of the route, the 
administration of the check points, the 
physical layout of the trails and the 
people used in scoring and the 
printouts. The main fucntion is the 
layout of the trail, and that is why I was 
named as Trials Director rather than 
Clerk of the Course. There was a lot of 
controversy, mainly from Bob Hicks, 
when I was not named Clerk of the 
Course. It is different in each country’s 
organizational structure. The reason I 
didn’t get the Clerk position, and I 
subscribe to it, was that I want to be 
out on the route every day and any 
place else that I have to be because 
that's where my responsibility lies. 
There are many other people who can 
handle the rest of the things. 

I don't doubt one bit that Don 
Woods as C. of C. will use my opinion 
strongly in his decisions. This is all that 
I would ask of him; he has enough to do 
and his responsibilities will be quite 
great. I think the organizatiorfal 
structure will work just fine. 

CN: You're going to néed a lot of 
people to put this event together. 

AE: We feel that it will take about 150 
people to administer this event--the 
check points, route markers, 
marshalling, route checks, special test 
responsibility--and we already have this 
number of people either already 





committed or ready to commit 
themselves from the New England area. 
They are qualified and capable; many of 
them have worked the Berkshire events 
for many years. There are local people I 
plan to use, friends of mine, who will 
have to know where the checkpoints 
are. This is the first responsibility, then 
we can fill in the check point crew with 





people who can run a check but are not | 


familiar with the area. 

I've planned several sessions of 
instruction because the Six Day check 
points are not like the average enduro. 
The check point performs a function, 
but the basis of the responsibility of 
being processed is on the rider. He asks 
no questions and the checker is not 
responsible -for answering any. The 
checker is just there and the minute the 
rider crosses the yellow line the checker 
immediately processes the rider’s card 
through the time clock and returns it to 
him and he’s on his way. If he arrives 
early then he assumes the early 


schedule; it's really entirely different 


from the usual system of scoring. 
CN: What were Senor Bulto’s (FIM 
observer) feelings on the qualifying 
event? 
AE: He was very helpful and was not 
here to criticize unnecessarily. He 
pointed out a number of corrections 
that we might make that were objective 
and good corrections. Another observer 
was Jan Krivka, the man behind the 
scenes at the Czech ISDT last year. 
After his visit he wrote and article in the 
Czech Motor Review in which he was 
quite objective about his feelings and 
impressions of our organization. I had 
thought that he would just stand back 
and say that this is wrong and that is 
wrong, but he didn't do that; in fact he 
even complimented us on our 
organization. I appreciate that fact 
because I think that there are going to 
be some Europeans who will be very 
critical about us, and they're not going 
to be too nice about it. 

FIM official Baron Von Essen was 
another person who has observed our 


organization on a separate occasion. I | 
AE: I think so. I think that American 


spent a day showing him around the 
different areas and it was very 
enlightening to hear his comments. The 
Baron spoke English so that we could 
communicate directly, and his objective 
statements helped me a great deal. 

CN: What do you conside the biggest 
obstacle before everything becomes 
final? 

AE: The route is going to present its 
problems but I think I'l be able to 
make my peace with everyone involved. 
The International aspect and spectator 
control are also a big question. We are 
going to have to hire the local police to 
help administer traffic control, and also 
work in areas where there can be 
spectator responsibility; this is the type 
of assurance that the town fathers and 
the selectment want for the handling of 
these problems. The competitor is going 
to be the least of our problems. 

Another problem that will present 
itself is that of the spectator who comes 
with his motorcycle and expects to ride 
the route. This cannot be allowed but 
there will be someone who will get on 
the route during the course of the event 
and he's going to get run off so damn 
fast that he won't know whether he's 
coming or going. We are going to 
control certain areas ànd post a 
policeman if necessary at trails where 
we have permission to use them with 
the understanding that we will keep out 
the casual spectator. I am negotiating 
for areas such as this right now and also 
certain areas that are called "protected 
areas" which may lie in an area that 
incorporates a power line that cannot be 
damaged and that we can use with the 
understanding that no spectators are 
allowed. We will have to abide by this 
decision; this is the year of the 
environmentalist and we are all subject 
to the whims of a few. 

The police, both state and local, are 
prepared to handle. the traffic 
control-the biggest problem--and the 
crowd control. 


CN: The U.S. riders' main downfall in 
Czechoslovakia were the special tests. 
What can we look forward to here? 

AE: The special tests will require that a 
rider be able to ride fast and to also ride 
smart. It won't be deceptive but will be 


a straight terrain challenge. At last 
year's ISDT the special test used on five 
of the six days was a motocross type 
track and it was very deceptive. It 
required a certain ability that most 
enduro riders don't necessarily possess, 
and therefore it may be fair to say that 
it was a little bit slanted. Our terrain 
challenge will be geared to the enduro 
rider who rides quick and smart; if he 





doesn't he could fall or hurt himself. 
There will be that element but it will be 
set up in the American style. 

The roadrace portion of the special 
test will be held in a field because, after 
careful searching , | found out that in 
the suitable areas the trees are too close 
to the road. The safety feature is slowly 
creeping into the European scene also; 
the need for this was pointed out very 
clearly in the Czech ISDT. A 
motorcycle that has been ridden off the 
road for six days and then required to 
race on a public road is not the safest 
vehicle; the speeds and the tires are not 
conducive to safety at all. I solved the 
problem by designating a field as the 
course and after showing the proposed 
site to Baron von Essen, Mr. Krivka and 
Senor Bulto on separate occasions, I 
concluded that it will work out fine. 
CN: Is the Six Days a spectator sport? 
AE: Yes, but it can become boring even 
to the rider participating. I think that 
the best way for the spectator to attend 
the. Six Days is with the idea of seeing 
the area in which the event will be 
operating as well as the direct 
competition, I don’t recommend 





chasing the route everyday, but instead: 
planning certain days to spectate and | 


spending the rest of the time visiting the 
natural attractions as well as the historic 
and tourist attractions. The surrounding 
area is a very historic place. 

Unless the spectator is a real hard 


core enthusiast then he is better off 


alternating watching the competition. 
For the uninitiated spectator the third 
and fourth days are of major 
importance tothe rider, in that if he can 
finish day three he's halfway there. The 
fourth day is a challenge in that the 
rider is apt to have his tire change 
scheduled that day, and it can be a 
traumatic experience because it's a 
tough job. There will be very few open 
access spectator points to view the 
riders out on the trail. 

CN: Can we show the Europeans that 
we're just as good as they and that we're 
ready to join what, up until now, Has 
been dominated by Europe? 


riders have made their initial attack on 
the European motorcycle scene , such as 
Pomeroy's GP win in a 250 
championship motocross, and I believe 
that the Six Days will be one more 
event to demonstrate to everyone that 
the U.S. represents a very large portion 
of the overall motorcycling scene. 
Sometimes, when you’re dealing with an 
unknown quantity like the public, the 
Six Days almost scares me. But, by the 
same token, if you have any confidence 
in your ability--and you have to have 
that--then you can’t be negative about 
it. The experience that we have gained 
over the years in this area should help to 
make this a quality event . There will be 
mistakes made and probably last minute 
adjustments, but the event will go off as 
one of the better quality events ever to 
be run in the U.S. 

I certainly am not going to do it 
alone by any stretch of the imagination: 
what it will require is the help of each 
and every volunteer committed. It’s 
really a New England effort with 
everbody standing behind us, so we 
need some help I can approach an 
enthusiast and he’ll say, “‘Sure, what can 
I do?” We are doing this because we 
want to, and because we sincerely 
believe in what we're doing. That's the 
important thing. 

CN: In an event of this magnitude there 
are always charges of what would have 
to be called cheating. Will there be 
adequate controls for this? 

AE: The basic attitude of almost 
everyone is play the game fair and 
square, and I think that this feeling will 
be exhibited again this year. I think that 
this could be the year to clean it up 
somewhat though, since the Europeans 
will be away from their home territory 
and they will have to abide strictly by 
our rules as set out in the FIM manual. 
The minor chicanery that goes on will 
not present a problem, but the major 
overhauling of the motorcycle to make 
it last six days will not be allowed. The 
reliability of the cycle and the 
capability of the rider will be more in 
evidence this year. 

I look for the sporting aspect to 
return to the Six Days and I am setting 
up my organization accordingly só that 
it is the rider and his machine--a 
team--who has to last the challenge I put 
together in the form of the route. There 
will be more public road used than was 
evident in Czechoslovakia and some 
riders, particularly the Europeans, will 
probably resent this. There will be a 
challenge provided that will separate the 
rider abilities and machine preparation 
of the teams. It will be a tough one. s 
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^. . .a quality single cylinder bOO0cc machine, capable of surprising top speeds."

The BSA Gold Star 


The first Gold Star model was introduced in 1938. Its predecessor had a cast iron 
cylinder barrel and head, but the new machine featured aluminum for these parts, 
and a cast-in pushrod tunnel which has been present in all subsequent models. Bore 
and stroke were 82 and 94 mm, respectively. The model was designated the M24 
Gold Star. This early machine was manufactured through 1939, but the war 
postponed any further development until ten years later. In 1949 a 350cc model was 
introduced, which, as the BSA manual reports, "achieved an instant success by 


winning the Junior Clubman's TT Race." 

In 1950 a 500cc model appeared 
which was more along the lines of the 
“present day" Gold Star. This machine, 
called the B34, had a bore and stroke of 
85 X 88mm, figures which have 
remained unchanged since. Many of the 
B34's were manufactured for the use of 
the Armed Services, and occasional 
speciniens are still found. 

1952 marked another change which 
characterizes the "present day" model, 
the separate rocker box. The postwar 
Gold Stars had the boxes cast integrally 
with the cylinder head (like today's 
Norton). In 1953 a new frame arrived, 
with duplex tubes and a swinging arm 
rear suspension. Since then, the Gold 
Star has changed very little. The 
pictures on these pages are all of 1960 


and later machines, but except for 
small details they are the same as the 
Gold Stars of 1953, 

The Gold Star made its American 
debut after passing the AMA 
200-minimum production rule in 
February of 1954, and for about ten 
years the big single was a strong force in 
American racing — at Daytona, in 1956, 
for example, Gold Stars ridden by Dick 
Klamfoth, George Everett, Tommy 
McDermott, and Gene Thiessen took 
second through fifth. Al Gunter turned 
the fastest qualifying lap that year on a 
Gold Star as well. 

In 1963, the Gold Star appeared in 
showrooms for the last time. Today 
they are rarely, if ever, seen on tracks or

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highways. The Gold Star was phased out 
by technology (by multiple cylinders, 
specifically) but, like the wax candle, 
which shared the same fate, a certain 
quality lives on. 

The Gold Star takes us back to the 
days of doing things yourself. The Gold 
Star was never advertised in terms of the 
present-day phrase “Maintenance-free.” 
If you campaigned one of these 
machines, you paid a lot of attention to 
it; it demanded loyalty and patience — 
so riders either loved them and rode 
them, or cursed them and rode 
something else. With a Gold Star, you 
were involved, 

People used the Gold Star for the 
obvious reason that, for a time, it was a 
good bet for winning — power, 
handling, reliability, and so forth. But 
another thing probably attracted riders, 
and this surely is what attracts us in 
today’s world of the Honda 4 and other 
more powerful, more reliable machines: 
Individuality. Craftsmanship. Line up a 
dozen 1973 motorcycles, with 
eye-grabbing paint jobs, electric starters, 
stamped side covers, and, well, you'd 
have no trouble spotting a Gold Star if 
someone tried to sneak one in. This 
machine was designed with racing, not 
styling, as the main consideration. Yet 
the result is a unique, readily 
identifiable, and tastefully sytled 
motorcycle. 

The cylinder barrel and head, and the 
very prominent Amal (which stands for 
“Amalgamated Carbureters,” 
incidentally) “G.P.” carb are immediate 
expressions of this functional style. The 
deeply finned head (one of the 
modifications after the B34) was

racing Gold Stars used a 
lightened, polished, and balanced crank.

polished at the factory — a nice 
finishing touch. The GP carb, though 
less in evidence on AMA professional 
machines today than it used to be, is 
still in use and has yet to be surpassed in 
terms of outright beauty. 

Close looking over the rest of the 
Gold Star powerplant reveals its

somewhat controversial, very English, 
“flavor”. Behind the cylinder is a maze 
of wires, hoses and pipes. No effort was 







made to hide these things; they were 
simply added as necessary. An average 
model features two breather hoses, 
three gaslines, three oil lines, a tach 
drive, H.T. lead (to the spark plug) and 
an advance-retard cable hitched to the 
magneto slip ring. Among these various 
arteries is the transmission, of the 
non-unit type, which must be free to 
move for primary chain adjustment. 
There’s always something to do if you 
own a Gold Star. 

Ignition on Gold Stars is by the 
fabulous sign-of-the-lion Lucas 
electricals. The magneto, a reliable 
device by itself, is held to the base of 
the cylinder by a metal strap (see 
picture) and four locating studs. This 
dubious system is made all the more 
incredible by the use of English steel 
and "butter bolts." Though such a guess 
is dangerous, as many breakdowns, have 
been caused by this design as any other: 
in a long race the metal bolt and strap 
fatigue, stretch, and "release" the 
magneto, causing an end of sparks. 

Assuming your magneto is firmly 

fastened (but not too firmly — you'll 
pop the bolt) and all your hoses 
clamped, and all your wires wired, 
picture the following procedure. Ritual 
is a better word. First, the Gold Star 
Manual's full-flavored advice: 
**.. The ignition should be halfretarded 
and if the engine is cold close the air 
lever and flood the carburetor slightly as 
excessive throttle opening will prevent 
easy starting. Rotate the engine until 
stopped by the compression, then allow 
the kickstarter lever a vigorous kick 
downwards, and at the same time 
release the exhaust valve lever.” 

Immediately after this, have a cup of 
coffee and read the morning paper. 
Then, change the plug (flooded) and 
curse cheerfully. Go to a telephone and 
call three friends who are in good 
physical. condition. If you've done this 
before, call three new friends. Explain 
that your machine is "a little touchy 
today" and that you need a push. If 
popping the clutch at 15 MPH fails to 
do the trick, read the paper again, have 
some more coffee, and change the plug 
again, 

Assuming further that somehow you 
are actually in the saddle of a Gold Star 
with a running engine, imagine yourself 
a clutch. The Gold Star does not 
exemplify the term *cammy," it defines 
it. Rev the engine to about three-grand 
and slowly let the clutch out. With luck, 
you won't stall; rare indeed is the Gold 
Star rider who hasn't done so at least 
once. 

You're moving down the road and 
the engine is thump-thump-thumping 
along in its unique long-legged way. 
Inside, a crank supported by two single 
rollers, one double roller, and a ball 
bearing is cheerfully coming up to 
speed; the reliable Lucas magneto is 
producing a spark every other time the 
piston gets to 38 degrees before top 
dead center; and if you're not blocking 
the velocity stack with your knee, the 
GP carb is sucking in the fuel with a 
deep, vacuuming sound. The farther up 
the tachometer gets, the smoother the 
bike feels and the faster it accelerates. 
Be sure to shift when you get to 8,000. 

All this, alas, was yesterday. 
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Motocrossers like De Anza's smooth, fast track, Class C traction seems to be called for, but all the 
bikes still use knobbies. 








DE ANZA DRAG-CLIMBS 


SUNNYMEDE, CAL., May 6, 1973 — 
This new cycle park has a bunch of hills, 
one of which was thought to be 
unclimbable. The hill had no name until 
today, when John Bjorkman powered 
his 750cc Triumph twin to its summit.

Down Under in Australia, the word 
‘speedway’ has many meanings, It is not 
exclusively descriptive of solo 
motorcycle racing. In the same 
category, on the dirt tracks, comes also 
sidecar motorcycle racing, midget 
speedcar, production sedan car and 
super modified (hot rod) racing, 

Of all the various forms of racing, the 
most spectacular and exciting are the 
speedway sidecars. These three-wheel 
monsters are exclusive to the Southern 
Hemisphere and far removed from 
anything you might have seen on the 
circuits of California, 

Speedway, sidecar racing Down 
Under is a highly specialized. form of 
dirt track racing, developed over many 
years. It is also one of the most 
dangerous forms of speedway racing. 

Consider the scene: A narrow, but 
very fast third-of-a-mile speedway track, 
with six sidecar teams lined up on 

. handicaps ranging from the starting gate 
to 130 metres behind, With only 10 
metres between each bike and just three 
laps for a backmarker to clear the other 
five in front of him, the spectator's 
heart is in his mouth all the way. 

So, too, is the sidecar passenger's! I 
know...from personal experience. 
Before entering speedway journalism 
and administration I spent four seasons 
competing as a sidecar passenger in my 
native Sydney. Four exciting, 
thrill-packed — but nerve-testing — 
seasons rocketing around the 
Showground Royale with a variety of 
riders ranging from current Australian 
Champion, Geoff Grocott, to the 
recently-injured Colin Denny (see crash 
photo) when he was a rank novice. 

I was lucky. One bad prang 
only...and no serious injuries. But that 
one pile-up was enough to convince me, 
that next time...! 

The sensation of riding passenger on 
a speedway sidecar is really inexplicable, 
One does it purely for the thrill. At $7 
to $50 a night (for up to four races), the 
money is minimal. 

It is the passenger’s job to squat on 
the narrow wooden board wedged 
between the sidecar frame and outside 
wheel (which is tilted at a 30 degree 
angle inwards towards the frame of the 
bike to enable the machine to corner 
more quickly), at the start of the race, 
and keep the sidecar body on the track. 
The ‘chair’ has a tendency to lift into 
the air. 

As the bike gathers momentum and 
lunges into the. first corner, often 
clanging wheels with three or four other 
charging monsters, the passenger must 
release what has been an iron-like grip 
on the rear guard and throw his weight 
over onto the right hand side of the 
machine. 

Sidecars travel clock-wise: the 
opposite direction from the solos. The 
passenger must lean as far as possible 
out onto the track, with his 
helmeted-head scraping the dirt, to 
propel the outfit through the corner 
with maximum traction. He then hangs 
on with only his left foot tucked under 
a bar on the sidecar. 

His hands are thus free to change his

own goggles — for someone coming 


through from the back can get 
hopelessly ‘filled in’ in a matter of 
seconds — and those of his rider who 


has enough to contend with just keeping 
the big trike under control. 

The passenger must lean back into 
the ‘chair’? momentarily on the sraights, 
then swing low again at just the right 
time to throw the bike into a slide 
entering each corner. One false or 
mis-timed move can spell disaster. 

A passenger must also be wary not to 
drop his body too low in front of a bike 
immediately behind! I’ve had the rather 
questionable experience of the front 
wheel of another bike riding completely 
over my head and shoulders before 
cannoning into the side of the bike on 
which I was passenger! Luckily the 
machine took the main impact and it 
was the rider behind who fared worst.

His outfit catapulted crazily over the 
top, knocking him unconscious as he hit 
the track. That one didn’t worry me 
unduly though. It all happened behind 
me! It’s the ones you can see coming 
that tend to make the feet flap! 

Like the time I was on a bike that 
collided backwards with the solid 
wooden safety fence at full throttle! 
The bike was out of control for at least 
50 yards and all the passenger could do 
was wait for the crunch! 

Passengers are very much an integral 
part of speedway sidecar racing and 
most are specialists who have been at it 
for some years. Frankly, it’s the easiest 
form of speedway. No specific skills are. 
required (apart from perhaps a big heart 
and small brain!) and one learns the 
basics. fairly quickly. Only outlay 
involved is for a set of racing leathers,

track on race night, rides, changes and 
goes home again. That's his lot. Usually 
it's the rider who owns and prepares the 
bike. For him the financial rewards are 
greater, although not sufficient to 
become a professional, 

Maintenance is heavy and most can 
reckon on a few night's toil every week. 

Machines are usually 1000cc HRD 
Vincents. It's the tried and proven 
performer and although the engine now 
seems to be on the descent due to lack 
of spares, etc. the Vincent is still the 
one to beat. 

Paradoxically, the Australian 
Championship is currently held by a 
750cc Kawasaki, ridden by Geoff 


Grocott. This year the title could go to . 


an old 8/80 JAP, reconditioned and 
ridden superbly by Graham Young, 
arguably Australia’s top rider at present. 
Young recently picked up the NSW 
Championship with little effort. 

Another engine used is the Triumph 
but only one rider, Doug Tyerman from 
Sydney, has every really made a name 
for himself on it, 

Generally novices start on a 
Triumph, then graduate to a Vincent as 
their skills increase. 

Frames are specially built around the 
bikes. There’s nothing particularly 
intricate about the sidecar chassis, save 
perhaps the slant on the sidecar wheel, 
which must be fairly spot-on in 
accordance with the ability of riders and 
passenger. Handling is vital in this game 
where inches and seconds play such an 
important part. 

Sidecars, however, don’t crash as 
often as solos, Maybe an average on one 
spill in. ten meetings. But often the 
consequences are more serious. A 
sidecar rider or passenger can really 
count himself lucky if he walks away 
with just a shaking. With two men and a 
monstrosity of a motorbike — 
something which, of course, is 
impossible to ‘lay down’ — that’s 
obvious. 

Most of the crowd spectacle and 
appeal lies in the antics of the 
passengers. To see them scraping their 
heads along the track at full speed is 
enough to make the sternest skeptic 
turn a hair. 

Unfortunately, because of lack of 
international competition, sidecars 
remain the stifled section of Australian 
speedway. Once a rider wins the 
Australian Championship, that’s as far 
as he can go. In the sixties several 
Sydney stars were contracted to race in 
New Zealand but the standard was well 
below Aussie — which showed in the 
results. 

Last summer the first-ever overseas 
international raced in Australia, a grass 
tracker from Denmark named Bob 
Jensen. But he couldn’t cope. The 
specialist skills required staggered him. 
Jensen adapted to a certain extent but it 
was obvious the gap between European 
grags track sidecar racing and Australian 
speedway sidecar racing is great. 

Which is indeed a shame because if 
Australian speedway sidecar racing is to 
progress at all, this avenue of 
international competition must be 
exploited.

A little groovin’ to the flag.

LONG POND, PA., April 29 - If you 
liked Daytona’s infield "'articifial" MX 
course you would have loved Pocono. 
Gary Bailey designed another of his 
famous torture tests for the Pocono 
Inter-Trans-AMA qualifier, 
incorporating 25 tight turns, five jumps, 
a nasty whoop-de-doo and THE PIT. On 
a normal day it would have been great, 
but Saturday’s rain turned Sunday’s 
track into slick greasy jumps with 
muddy straights and a seven-foot-deep 
pit filled with ooze. 

The pit proved most troublesome to 
the lightweight amateur riders; most of 
whom tried to be either overly cautious 
or extremely enthusiastic with the same 
results: using people power to get 
out. Gary Chaplin and John Borg 
were not bothered by the muck and 
mire as they rode to overall victories in 
the 250 and Open class respectively. 
Jeff Proust picked up the 125 Amateur 
win while Dick Woodward and Tom 
Marsh won trophies for the 250 and 
Open Amateur classes. The addition of 
the amateurs to the program gave the 
crowd a chance to see just how good 
some of the riders who race for trophies 
really are. 


250 CLASS 


Bob Harris took it all in moto one, 
leading from the gate with teammate 
Gary Chaplin and Bultaco mounted 
Gary Bailey in pursuit. 
Chaplin stayed close during the early 
laps but by the halfway mark in the 
fifteen minute event Harris had pulled 
to a comfortable lead. Gary Bailey made 
numerous charges at Chaplin but was 
never able to close the gap. A tight race 
for fourth developed with Stewart 
Anderson and Frank Stacy trading 
position once or twice a lap. Two laps 
from the flag Stacy slipped past Bailey 
and into third as John Ayers moved up 
into fifth ahead of Anderson. Gary 
Ingham survived a last lap crash to finish 
seventh with a badly bruised leg. 

Bob Harris's second moto lead 
evaporated in four laps as first Gary 
Chaplin then Gary Bailey passed Harris. 
The trio kept up a tremendous duel 
through out two thirds of the race, 
swapping the lead on various parts of 
the 7/8 mile course. Frank Stacy and 
Bob Thompson played spoilers with 
Stacy finally dropping Harris to fourth 
ahead of Thompson. Chaplin opened a 
small lead in the final laps but was 
forced to ride full bore because of 
Bailey’s pressure. 

Gary Chaplin picked up his second 
win in moto three to clinch the overall 
victory with a superb ride. Chaplin 
spilled in one of the tight turns in traffic 
and lost five places by the time he 
remounted. Harris initially held the lead 
but by the finish he had dropped to 
fourth behind Chaplin, Bailey and 
Stacy, with Bob Thompson rounding 
out the top five.

The Open class provided much of the” 


same excitement and competition as the 
250, since Maico riders Chaplin, Harris 
and Ingham were contesting both 
classes. Ingham dropped out of all 
competition after he aggravated an 
injury he had received in the 250 class. 

A 17-year-old Ohio rider, John Borg, 
served early notice that he was the man 
to beat in the Open class as he scooted 
to a flag to flag victory in moto one. 
Chaplin and Harris kept Borg honest for 
the opening laps but by the midway 
point all three were running in traffic, 
which Borg used effectively to open his 
lead. 

Borg came right back in moto two 
but this time it was Sonny DeFeo who 
did the challenging. Tony DiStefano 
posed an early threat to Borg but he 
slowly lost ground as DeFeo, chaplin 
and Harris moved up. Harris‘ ride. to 
fourth was a long way from his first lap 
twentieth position. 

Sonny DeFeo charged into the lead 
on the first lap of moto three 
determined to win the last race, but 
Chaplin had other ideas and the two 
engaged in a four lap lead swapping 
meet. Chaplin’s hard riding was put to 
an end by a twisted ankle in the race 
but the duel with DeFeo had opened 
enough of a lead so that he dropped 
only to third behind Borg. Harris had 
another tough time of getting into 
fourth after being involved in a first lap 
pile-up in the first turn. Tony DiStefano 
finished fifth. 

Safety facilities at Pocono were 
outstanding, with three ambulances and 
the track hospital manned and ready to 
insure that any injuries were promptly 
attended to. 

The inaugural MX at Pocono was a 
success by all standards; the $5,000 
National MX in August should be even 
better.
